WHEREaAsS, It seems imminent that this bill may 
pass the Senate, and possibly that it may become 
the law of the land; and, 

Wuereas, Certain newspapers of the Nerth have 
charged that the South was favorable tothe passage 
of this law; now, therefore, be it 

Resoived, By the banks composing the Clearing- 
Hguse Association of New Orleans, and represent- 
ing almost entirely the bank capital of the largest 
commercial city of the South, that we most un- 
qualifiedly deprecate and protest against the pass- 
age of any law authorizing the coinage of silver 
except as a subéidiary coinage without legal-tender 
value, or if so, for a very small amount. 

Resolved, That we look upon gold as the recog- 
nized standard of value of the world; that we con- 
sider a bi- metallic standard as not only dangerous, 
bat entirely impracticable in the face of the im- 
mense increase in the production of silver. and its 
consequent fluctuation in value, and that for this 
country to adopt silver a monometallic standard 
just at the time when we are feeling the need of 
more extended and reciprocal commerce with 
other nations, would be to work an untold injury 
to almost all our industries. 

Resolved, That, if for no other reason, the bulk 
of silver alone makes it entirely impracticable as a 
medium of effecting exchanges of value in any con- 
siderable amounts. 

Resolved, That the country has been suffering 
for sixteen years the evils always consequent upon 
an irredeemable paper currency; that through 
much tribalation, and mainly by the reduction of 
interest upon the “rey: debt of the country, ren- 
dered possible only by fhe preservation so far in- 
violate of the financial! pledges of the Government, 
and which, in our judgme 


the burdens of the people, we have reached a 
pot where our Government's interest-bearing 
promises to pay can be exchanged for gold 
at a discount of only 2X% percent, and where the 
netion can borrow money at 4 instead of 6 per cent 
inierest, a saving to the people of 33½ per cent, 
and encouraging us to hove that at no very distant 
day gold may be at par and our country be on solid 
financial ground for future expectation of pros- 
perity, and that at sucha time it would not only

THE RAILROADS. 


AMERICAN RAILROAD CREDIT. 
Mr. George 8. Bowen, of this citv, has re- 
ceived a letter from Mr. Robert McKenzie, of 


Dundee, Scotland, in regard to foreign invest- 
ments in American railroad bonds, from which 
the following abstract is made: 

I regret that the situation in this wer f in re- 
gard to American railroad bonds does appear 
to have changed for the better. The feel ng is 
still one of extreme distrast of all excepting a few 
well-known roads. A good deal has been said 
lately about the want of perfectly reliable informa- 
tion as to the true position of companies, and I 
doubt very much whether American railroads will 
enjoy the credit ar are entitled to until you have 
a compulsory publication of railroad accounts 
as we have this country. Here any 
one who wishes can know the position of a 
railway — just as well as the Di- 
rectors do, but the people say, justiy, that 
there ig no getting at the truth about an American 
company. I think there will come a time when 
American railroad bonds will be n a favorite 
security in this country, but that will not be till 
your law compels a regular publication of accouuts 
aceor to a specified pay ine crimmal penal- 
ties for false returns, as we have bere. When that 
is done it will be easy to get money for good 
American roads. Meantime I have ceased to do 
anything in thie business from the absolute impos- 
sibility of making progress. 

This letter bits the nail exactly on the head 
and gives the trne cause of the decline of 
American railway ecurities in Europe, and the 
disinclivation of capitaliststo make investments 
in American railroad enterprises. It has been 
the favorite argument of our railroad managers 
that this state of affairs was caused by ie 
Granger laws. While these laws may have fad 
something to do with the matter, yet the true 
and principal causeis as Mr. McKenzie graphical- 
ly states, that there ‘is no getting at 
the truth abo&t an American company. 
A great mistake was undoubtedly made in 
making the raflroad laws of some of the West- 
ern States. The matter of fixing rates ought to 
have been left tothe roads, which know more 
about this matter than untutored Commission- 
ers. Had the laws been applied solely to the 
matter of compelling the roads to make regular 
monthly or 1 returns under oath much 
good would have been accomplished, and 
American railroads Would stand higher to-day 
in the estimation of foreign capitalists. There 
are such laws pow iu the States of New York 
and Massachusetts, and it is generally admitted 
that they are working very beneficially, and the 
securities of the roads in those States stand 
much higher thun those of the West. It is 
doubtful, however, whetber similar laws in the 
Western States would reach the matter, inas- 
much as most of the roads run througu several 
States, and unless the laws are uniform, nothin 
can be accomplished. The only way in whic 
this matter could be satisfactorily 
regulated would de for Congress to 

s 2a law ~which would compel 
the roads to make regular returns to a United 
States official appointed for this purpose. The 
fact that the railroads in this country are con- 
trolled by afew railroad magnates who care 
for no one’s interest but their own, shows the 
necessity of a law which will prevent them from 
using the roads and their investments for spec- 
ulative purposes merely. Unless some such law 
is passed it will be unvossible to get fair and 
true returns from the roads in this country. It 
is a well-known fact that Jay Gould obtains 
control of roads merely for the purpose of stock 
speculation, He has secured the Union Pacific, 
the Chicago & Northwestern, and the Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific for this purpose merely. 
Personally, he has but littl: money invested iu 
these roads, yet he directs them the same as if 
he were the sole owner. He cares but little if 
the credit of the road goes to smash so long as 
he sees any money in it for himself. Every 
once in a while he causes to be published in his 
New York paper statements regarding these 
roads to suit his purposes. When he wants to 
bring about an advance in the stock these state- 
ments are favorable, and when he desires to 
accomplish the opposite result they are unfav- 
orable. But in every instance they are totally 
false and cooked up to suit the occasion. So 
long as such things are permitted to be done, 
there is no probability of a change in the situa- 
tion, and American railroad investments will re- 
main tabooed by foreigncapitalists. And noth- 
ing can possibly effect a change except national 
legislation which compels railroad managers to 
make a regular publication of accounts accord- 
ing to a specified form, with criminal p alties 
for false returns, as is now the case in Eugland 
and other foreign countries. 


ITEMS. 


The Railway Purchasing Agent is the titie of 
anew journal devoted to the interests of the 
purchasing departments of railways, which is 
published monthly in this city. The first pum- 
ber, which has just made its appearance, is re- 
plete with matters of interest to railroad Pur- 
chasing Agents, as well as other railroad offi- 
cials, and, if continued in the same manner, 
cannot fail of filling a want .ong felt, and be- 
coming a great success in every respect. The 
following abstract from its prospectus sets forth 
the object of the new publication: 

Purchasing Agents have long studied and experi- 
mented under disadvantages. Their business and 
circumstances have been so peculiar that each 
man had to find out slowly for himself much that 
he might have learned from the experience of oth- 
ers had it been accessible to him. Much time and 
money has been wasted which might have 
been saved by a little co-operation. If, instead of 
each man’s dabbling, as well as he could, in a vast 
variety of investigations, he had selected some 
particular hne, and ali had shared the knowledge 
acquired by each other individual, immeasurably 
greater progress would have been made. We donot 
allude, of course, to those matters which are se- 
crets with the agent and his company, but to that 
vaster fleld of scf@ntific information which all may 
share without injury or loss to any one. This is 
the field which we shall endeaver to occupy, and 
this is the object which we propose to assist in ac- 
complishing.

A CINCINNATI TRAGEDY. 
Cincinnati Commercial. 

There has been no tragedy in the history of 
Cincinnati that bas been more distressing than 
that of the death of Mrs. Jonn Church, on New 
Year’s Day. The whole story is a bitter one, 
and in many particulars the art of the dramatist 
is ineffectual in comparison. A home to all ap- 
pearance happy was, a few years ago, invaded 
by the scarlet- fever, and the cidest, a boy named 
his mother’s family name, after weeks of suf- 
fgring, was taken. Two little girls were sorely 
stricken, but survived. The mother was worn 
out with grief and watching, and the father 
sorely haragsed. In a moment of irritation there 
was a scene of excitement that was strange, and 
the wife said there was violence. The imputa- 
titn was resented by the husband. The wife 
left her home for her father’shouge. There was 
a separation. The children were two [ttle girls. 
Each of the parents took one of them, and they 
were taken to New England. The separation of 
the children was terrible. The one im the cus- 
tody of the mother died. Thea, as during the 
fatal illness of the little boy, she showea how 
fervent was her mother’s love, and the wife's 
heart appears in the tender og to the 
husband from the death-bed side of the little 
ove. And now there was but one left 
—little Edith—and the mother grieved 
over separation from her—mourned for 
her children like Rachel for her 
children when they were not. Her petition for 
a divorce was to get possession of her child. 
Her whole soul was in that, for the sake of her 
child, Testimony was being taken, and her 
anxieties were inexpressible. She did not eat 
enough to sustain her strength, and, falliug ill, 
beggea for ber child. It was sent for, and a 
most 1 misunderstanding arose in- 
stantly upon her arrival. The announcement 
‘had been madeto the suffering woman that 
Edith was on the way,and she brightened. 
Edith was taken to the sick-room, and, we 
with traveling, fell asleep on the mother’s 
bed, and the mother looked upon her sleeping 
innocent with eyes glistening with joy, not 
knowing that the parting was to come 80 
soon. The news that the child must go was 
communicated to the reviving invalid,. and she 
was heartbroken dy the blow and died. The 
fatner saw in the appeal of the lawyer, which 
his child handed him, only an attempt to cir- 
cumvent him and gain possession of the child 
by stratagems,—a strange and wretebed delu- 
sion,—and that very night he was on the cars 
with®poor Edith, bearing her to her Eastern 
home, fully convinced that the illness of his 
wife was but part of a deep-laid scheme to gain 
anadvantage. The death of his wife will prob- 
ably reveal to him the truth that he was awfully 
mistaken; and we hope he has no enemy who 
would add to the torment of the thought that 
his hardness was based upon injustice, and his 
pprenen nous wi thout warrant.

BANKRUPTCY. 


What It Costs to Go Through and 
Come Out Free. 


How the Assets Are Conrumed in Pay- 
ing Fees and Expenses. 


Some Interesting Figures from Register 
Hibbard’s Books. 


It has been frequently stated by political 
economists and others, who for years have ob- 
served the ups and downs of commercial life, 
that few men retire from the active pursuits of 
mercantile business with a competency sufficient 
to maintain them in comfort during their de- 
clining days. For )ears a paragraph has been 
going the rounds of the press that about ninety 
out of every hundred fail during the course of 
In the large seaport cities of the 
country the signs along the docks that were 
familiar to the dwellers of twenty years ago 
have been replaced by new ones, and, with very 
few exceptions, there is not a house now en- 
gaged in business that thirty years 
ago “had made for itself a name. For- 


tunes have been made and lost. Successful 
ventufes in cotton, sugar, tobacco, and cereals 
were rewarded with millions, but they did not 
last. Like the riches spoken of in the days of 
old, they took unto themseives wings and flew 
away. 

The same rule hoids good in the interior. 
Few of the proprietors of avillage’s petty stores 
remained in business or had acquired a compe- 
tency when it began to put on urban airs. For 
a few years they dragged along, exchanging 
the luxuries of lite for the products of the farm, 
making afew dollars now and then, but with 
the assumption of metropolitan airs on the part 
of the village, along come traders with 
more capital, and the little operators 
were frozen out. In “process of time 
the successful competitor is himself pushed to 
the wall, and when an inventory of his affairs 
comes to be made up it is found that he has 
spread himself all over the town and adjoining 
suburbs. 

THE REASON FOR THIS FATALITY 
among American traders of all classes is the 
universal desire to become suddenly wealthy. 
it is a national disease, and has assumed during 
the last ten or twelve years a condition that 
must challenge a searching and analytical 
diagnosis by the skilled band of the economist. 
The sudden accessions of wealth have frequent- 
ly manifested themselves in the building up of 
a new section of country, the thousands 
that have flowed into the coffers of 
the lucky discoverers of bonanza mines, 
the plethorie bank accounts resulting from a 
successful deal in wheat stocks or oil, and even 
the paper millions consequent upon laying out 
village lots in a swamp a mile or two from an 
unnecessary park and boulevard, —all these have 
turned the head of the average trader, and in- 
duced him to rush bheadiong into speculative 
pursuits for which he was not by education or 
opportunity fitted. The result has been, and of 
necessity will always be, ignomiunious failure. 
Occasionally the newspapers announce the fail- 
ure of a house with the world-wide reputation 
of u Jay Cooke tor wealth and stability. It 
comes like a clap of thunder from a clear 
sky. Analyze the result, and the cause 


be found to be a self-possessed be- 


lief m a personal infallibility. For a 
while it possessed the touch of Midas. Every- 
thing it bandied was turned into spar E, yel- 
low gold, ** bard to get and hard to hold,” or 
crisp new greenbacks. This magic-lamp-like 
gift was not of long duration. The day of 
justifying came along in the natural course of 
events, and what appeared to be solid gold and 
bright greenbacks proved to be candlestick 
brass and brown paper. 

To reguiate and preserve as far as possible 
the demands and rights of creditors, 

BANKRUPT COURTS 

have been instituted. Previous to the War the 
Jaws concerning iusolvents were of State origin. 
There was no uniformity in either provisions or 
practice. Some of the States had them; others 
had not. To bring order out of chaos, 
and enable citizens residing in States other 
than that in which tne bankrupt lived, and who 
happened to be creditors, to obtain their just 
proportion of the assests of the insolvent, 
Congress passed the Bankrupt law, which, by 
virtue of constitutional prerogative, takes 
precedence of all State laws. It has been in 
operation some ten years. As toits merits, 
lawyers differ. Some are of the opinion that 
the law as it now stands affords facilities for 
desperate traders to commit fraudulent bank- 
ruptcy; but. the fact that several enterprising 
individuals of that character have been sent to 
Joliet, and others have been obliged to fly to 
the protecting is of the neighboriug Domin- 
ion, indicates that those who contravene its pro- 
Visions subject tnemselves to the same pains 
and penalties as do the violators of the 
criminal code. Others think that it is not 
searching enough in its character, und permits 
the delinquent debtor to put up a job whereby 
he may be pushed into “involuntary ” bank- 
ruptcy, thus enabling him to get his discharge 
at the expense of those whom he does not pro- 
pose to favor. 

Anocher objection, and it is probably the 
most serious one, is 

THE EXPENSE ENTAILED 
in winding up the estate of the average bank- 
rupt who has anything left for his creditors. 
Congress bas prescribed a catalogue of fees, 
which are the perquisites of the Register, the 
Clerk of the Court, the Marshal, and the 
Assignee, Thereis so much for each warrant 
issued, for services on each day of meet- 
ing, for each order of diviaend, for 
each bond, for every application for 
meeting, jor each day actually employed 
under special order of the Court, for depositions 
and other papers known only to those thor- 
oughly versedin the minutia of the law, two 
shillings here, a dollar there, and a half else- 
where, as prescribedin the Revised Statutes. 
Then there are the costs of the Clerk of the 
Court, which are of a somewhat indeterminate 
character, being based on the number of papers 
issued from, or iines written in the ponderous 
tomes of, his office. The next gentleman who 
has the opportunity of cutting a swath throuch 
the assets of the pecuniary defunct is the 
Ueitea States Marshal, who is allowed for serv- 
ing warrants, notices to creditors to prove 
claims, attend meetings, come and get their 
dividends, etc. And last, but not least, 
is the Assignee. His fees include 
clerk hire, rent, in cases where the 
insolvent leaves a st of merchandise 
behind him, and other expenses that may arise 
in disposing of the property. The Assignee is 
entitled for himself to 5 per cent on all sums 
up to $1,000; 25 per cent on the next $4,000, 
aud 1 percent on ali sums above. He is besides 
tne recipient of incidental fees for making out 
accounts, notices, and other papers only known 
to those who are familiar with the internal 
workings of the law. In this district the aver- 
age fee of the Register is $60, of the Clerk $50, 
and of the Marshal $30. 
THE RECORDS OF REGISTER HIBBARD 

for two vears show that 80 per cent of the 
bankruptcies in bis jurisdiction, were absolutely 
bare of assets. The petitioning insolvent 
eontented himself with returning a few 
articles of household furniture, wearing apparel, 
and other impedimenta, which. by State law are 
exempt. Of the other 20 per cent, about oue- 
half were compromised. Tue estates of the re- 
mainder passed through the bands of an As- 
signee. These insolyents, as a rule, should 
have been declared bankrupt years ago. Ihe 
assets are generally — . — of equities in 
mortgaged real estate, dubious and desperate 
notes and book-accounts, and a miscellaneous 
lot of traps that would fail to brighten the sur- 
roundings of a junk-shop. To the creditor, after 
the payment of expenses there comes a 
dividend varying from ito 10 cents on the dollar. 
Occasionally an estate pans out from 50 
to 75 percent. In these cases it is generally 
found that the insolvent has endeavored to beat 
the creditors by forcing upon them a composi- 
tion ranging from 25 to 50 cents. Of this qual- 
ity of insolvent is one H. F. Freeman, a boot 
and shoe dealer, who endeavored to force a set- 
tlement for 25 cents. The creditors indig- 
nantly refused to be treated in any such out- 

zeous manner. Scared at his temerity, he 
doubled his bid. Jt was refused. Seeing no 
hope, he consented to go through the ordeal of 
having anotber man administer his affairs. The 
result was that the creditors gota dividend of 
7744 percent. The expenses of converting the 
stock were about 10 per cent, showinga de- 
2 of only 12 per cent on a forced 
sale. 
As tending to show the expense of winding up 
the estate of the average bankrupt, the follow- 
ing cases selected seriatim from one volume of

The last mentioned sum will be devoted to 
paying the expenses of the Receiver in closing 
upthe estate and giving the bankrupts their 
discharge. the cost of winding up 
was $1,594.65, or a little over 30 per cent of the 
amount realized from the estate. The attorney 
employed by the Assignee took 20 per cent of 
the expenses. Two-thirds of the Marshal's bill 
was for moneys actualiy disbursed by him in 
aying for postage, envelopes, and printing. 
nat the expenses were too high, no one can 
doubt. They should not have exceeded $750 
all told. Indeed, there are plenty of collection 
agencies in the city that would eladly have 
taken the job at tnat price. The other cases 
cited above show about the same ratio of cost,— 
some above, others below. 
It is this excessive ratio of cost to dividend 
that has caused this strong feeling of opposition 


to the law, and the present movement for its re- 


peal. The petitions which are now in circula- 
tion, and will soon be presented to Congress, 
owe most of their signatures to the belief that 
the law is so constructed as to aliow of a third 
of the assets being swallowed up in fees, legal 
expenses, etc. 

The Bankrupt Court is not without

and some of the incidents related by the Mar- 
shal's deputies are of a very entertaining char- 
acter. About @ year or so ago a concern on the 
West Side suspended payment. A writ of 
bankruptcy was served, and the Marshal took 
possession. A custodian was put in. Among 
the assets was a lot of ice valued at some $600. 
The bankruptcy proceedi were contested. 
The case drag along for some time, and 
finally an Assignee was appointed. Meantime 

hal expended some $674 in taking care 
of the property. A hot spell of weather came 
on. The custodian, clad in a linen duster, be- 
came frantic. The property in bis charge was 
graddaliy melting away, and before anything 
could be done to secure or sel} it, the huge 
blocks of crystal had gradually subsided into 
their origmal element. Had the custodian been 
able to build acoffer dam to inclose the water, 
he might by waiting until now, have secured 
the original property in a new shape,—on the 
same principle that a man renews bimself every 
seven years. It is needless to say the Marshal 
is short his disbursements. 

Some months ago there wasa little seven-by- 
nine drug store on West Lake, near Halsted 
street. The proprietor failed to meet his com- 
mercial paper at maturity, andevas forced into 
bankruptcy. A custodian was appointed. 
Expert drug cierks were brought in to 
count the grains of calomel, drops 
of laudanum, and empty pill boxes. Several 
weeks were consumed in making an inventory 
which could be sworn to as absolutely correct. 
The stuff was finally sold, and not enough was 
realized to pay the expenses. The Court issued 
an order on the complainants to go down in 
their pockets and fork over $130, which nad 
been expended by the Marshal. And they 


did it.

The Oyster Trade in Baltimore, 
Baltimore American. 

Oyster-dealers report a curious and somewhat 
startling fact about oysters this season, which 
makes them very careful in buying, lest they 
find themselves with aloadon hand which is 
afterward tound tb be worthless. A great many 
of the oysters that reach Light-street wharf 
when opened, look as if they had been engaged 
in a heated family-quarrel, resulting in blows, 
out of which they had come second best. Their 
appearance is decidedly unfavorable, presenting, 
as they do, a reddish and altogether uninviting 
aspect. When cut behind the heart or between 
the gills with a knife, blood spurts forth freely, 
covering the hand of the person holding them, as 
if it had been cut instead of the oyster. The 
blood thus produced greatly resembies that of 
a human being in color and substance. 
Oysters sometimes bave this peculiarity when 
spawning, but for them to have it at this time 
of the year is unusual and hardly accountable. 
A vromipent dealer says he has beara of otbers 
noticing it at different periods, but he bas not 
for the past fifteen years. It is confined mostly 
to oysters quahered in the waters bordering on 
the Western Shore, saving afew streams from 
Thomas’ Point to Cape Henry. The Eastern 
Shore is not altogether exempt, as some oysters 
caught in Pocomoke Sou Miles River, and 
around Sharp’s Island have the same appearance 
and peculiarity. It is Supposed that they were 
caught in very deep water before the frost had 
time to touch them. Oysters when in this con- 
dition are worthless, and as soon as discovered 
they are sent back and deposited again in the 
water to remain until well touched with frost. 
They sre then edible, and are taken up and 
brought back to the market. 

The season thus far has been a good one for 
oysters. They are fai and possess a delicious 
flavor. Prices range from 40 cents to $1 per 
bushel, though very good ones can be had from 
75 to 80. cents. The oysters that are sold in 
cheap saloons, twelve and sixteen fried in a box, 
including a bottle of cateup, for B cents, sell 
at 15 and 20 cents a bushel, and are known as 
fresh-water suaps. They are mostly gathered 
in the river just outside the city, where they 
abound in large quantities.

Remonetization Discussed by the 


Third Ward Republican 
Club. 


Speeches for and Against The Ques- 


tion to Be Again Considered. 


The Third Ward Republican Club met last 


evening in their hall, corner of Wabash avenue 
and Twenty-second street, Mr. A. N. Eddy in 
the chair. The call for the meeting set forth 
that it was to discuss the silver question. The 
resolution printed in the call was as follows: 
Resolved, That the Bland Silver bill, as passed 
by the House of Represe hostile 
Sis inves 44 — * apes 
Mr. Kirk Hawes said that he was in favor of 
the remonetization of silver, but had under- 
taken, in order to open the discussion, to speak 
in favor of the resolution, which was apparently 
opposed to remonettzation. Tnere was a prev- 
alent idea that the men who wanted gold 
were capitalists, while the advocates of 
silver were mostly poor men. This 
idea was, however, an incorrect one, 
and the subject was one which 
had divided the best minds of the country. It 
was a subject which required calm discussion, 
and nothing was to be gained by vituperation or 
abuse. Onc argument made at the Tabernacle 
meeting was that one-balf of the currency had 
been swept out of existence by demonetization. 
This was Judge Miller’s argument, while Judge 
Doolittle said that an amount equal to the en- 
tire value of the State of New York had been 
swept away. Figures did not lie, and according 
to those of Dr. Linderman the total coinage 
of gold and silver from 1792 to 1873 was 723 
millions. Rut out ofthat amount the entire 
coinage of the “dollar of the fathers ” was only 
eight millions. That was the only coin demon- 
etized in 1873; the ouly one about which so 
The depreciation 
would therefore only be one in ninety, while, 
when it was considered that there were not 
more than one million of silver dollars in exist- 


ence in 18783, the de 
nominal, if it exis 


effected by fraud. Mr. Aldrich was reported as 
baving said in Washington that, having exam- 
ined the record, he was satisfied that a 
FRAUD HAD BEEN COMMITTED, 

and that the people knew nothing of the facts 
at the time.

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‘FAMILY SUPPLIES. 
, We venture to say that more than one 
pater-familias has remarked that the cost of 
living, so far as family supplies are con- 
cerned, does not vary much from year to 
year, notwithstanding the decline of prices, 
of which he has heard so much. Probably 
more than one mater-familias, accustomed to 
provide for the house expenses at a stipu- 
lated allowance per week or per month, has 
been called to account because she insists 
upon as large an allowance now as she 
received two or three years ago. It may be 
that family jars ” (not of the kind in which 
quince preserves are put up) have.resulted 
from a difference of opinion between a hus- 
band who arrives at his conclusions by 
reading the quotation of wholesale prices, 


and a wife who figures up her grocery and 


supply book. We have no doubt that many 
an innocent woman has been suspected of 
exaggerating the sum total of household ex- 
penses in order to squeeze out the price of a 
new fall hat or a spring suit; and, while the 
divorce records do not go back to these small 
seeds of discord, it is not unlikely that 
many cases of irreconcilable incom- 


‘patibility have taken their origin in disputes 


over the cost of living. Itgis very natural 
that the head of the family, Pudging from his 
own business as a rule, should maintain that 
the house ought to be run for less money 
every year as long as the price of everything 
continues to fall; but it is also true that the 
logic of facts frequently warrants the wife in 
maintaining that it can’t be done.” In 
some instances, of course, there is an occa- 
sional increase in the family, which should 
count on the wife’s side of the controversy. 
But, even where this does not happen, the 
wife has good ground for maintaining in a 
general way that it costs about as much as it 
ever didto run the house. The household 
servants (the best-paid labor in the country, 
because board is always included) demand 
about the same wages they received in flush 
times. The plumbers and tinkers who come 
to putter at little jobs make about the same 
charges. A still more important item is that 
family supplies, as bought in ‘small quanti- 
ties at retail, are chargod up rather with 
reference to what the customers are used to 
pay than according to the decline in prices. 
We have been at the pains of preparing the 
following table to show some of the differ- 
ences in wholesale and retail prices as 
in this citv:

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impossible for the «mall households, that of 


necessity buy in limited quantities, to re- 


per cent more on the fowl and 100 per cent 
more on the sauce, than the first selling cost. 
The ordinary beefsteak or roast represents to 
the family consumer twice as much as the 
butcher paid for it. Flour purchased in 
small quantities costs 25 to 30 per cent more 
than when purchased in bulk. Roast pork 
with apple-sauce (which is a savory combi- 
nation) is an expensive luxury to the man of 
small means, while it costs him at least a 
quarter of the price more than it ought, since 
he vays double the wholesale price. The 
middle and poorer classes can scarcely ever 
know the luxury of the “ samovar,”—the 
Russian compound of teajand lemons,—since 
the tea costs them twice as much, and the 
lemons more than twice as much, as the 
same articles cost richer people, who can af- 
ford to buy them in larger quantities. This 
is the worst feature of the evil,—that it falls 
with particular hardship upon that large 
class of people who barely earn a living, and 
never have the means to advance for the 
payment of supplies in the quantity. Per- 
haps it is because of a knowledge that so 
many people are unable by force of circum- 
stances to protect themselves that the sup- 
ply-dealers so often persist in exacting too 
much. 

As in all other matters, there is another 
side to the affair, and the dealer in family 
supplies will answer, and truthfully perhaps 
in nine cases out of ten, that he makes no 
more than a living, and sometimes hardly 
that, notwithstanding he is charged with ex- 
tortion. This is more than likely to be 
somewhat due to his own fault, for which 
his customers certainly ought not to suffer 
the penalty. The largest item on the bal- 
ance-sheet of the retail supply-dealer is 
bad debts. Every neighborhood grocer, 
butcher, baker, druggist, and so on, has 
large losses during the year in unpaid bills, 
and these increase in hard times. But it is 
unjust that those who do pay their bills 
should be made to pay a third more 
than they ought to pay in order to make 
good to the supply-dealer his losses put upon 
him by those who do not pay their bills. 
This is the practice, and it 1s equivalent to 
imposing a special penalty upon those who 
are frugal and honest. The system ought to 
be changed, so as to make the retailers pro- 
tect themselves against bad debts; they can- 
not do so absolutely, perhaps, but they 
should do so to a gréater extent than at 
present. The only way the public can com- 
bat this practice, which is petty in detail but 
monstrous in the aggregate, is for those who 
can do so to cultivate the habit of buying 
their supplies fer cash, and buy such articles 
as ham, bacon, flour, lard, butter, cheese, 
potatoes, apples, beans, sirup, sugar, tea, 
and coffee in large quantities. In a 
majority of cases retailers will gladly sell 
their goods for cash, in quantities, at even 
less, time and all things considered, than the 

can be purchased at wholesale. It is 
possible that hundreds of those who buy by 
the pound or quart, on credit, could so 
manage their income as to buy by the barrel 
or package for cash. A general adoption of 
large purchase@ for cash, however, would 
soon the effect of reducing household 
— 22 and leave dealers a better business 
than they can have under the small trade on 
credit system. 


SOME WORDS TO YOUNG MEN. 

There can hardly be a more important 
question for a young man to consider than 
what he shall do with himself these long 
winter nights. A few general reflections 
will suggest the basis for a reply to the 
question. The difference between man and 
the brute is that man has ideas. These 
ideas are not intuitive; they must be sought 
for, evolved from their surroundings, and 
The man 
who succeeds in obtaining the most of them 


and having them always ready for use will 


be the stronger man. His light will be the 
brighter and more powerful, and cast its 
rays farther than the dull light of the ig- 
norant. He will know more, and, knowing 
more, will be superior to his fellows. We 
talk of democratic equality in this country 
as if it were @niversal in its application. 
There is an equality of avoirdupois, of ani- 
mal force, and of political right which puts 
the uninformed man and the philosopher be- 
fore a ballot-box as two equal units, but be- 
yond this there is an inequality which 
makes a rich ignorant {ool the inferior 
of an intelligent poor man. Intelligence 
always .domingtes, and enables a man to 
overcome the obstacles which Nature and ig- 
norance place in his way. Ignorance is the 
parent of superstition, and the parent and 
child are, and have always been, the two su- 
preme weaknesses of the world, and the 
despair of the progress of civilization, re- 
ligion, and order. The ignorant man is al- 
ways a superstitious man, and these two 
characteristics always combine to render 
their possessor a prey to the demagogue, the 
deceiver, and the seducer. They lower his 


| power of self-preservation and self-support. 


Not knowing enough to utilize the forces of 
Nature and knowledge, he has to labor more 
with brute-power, and, in this hard, servile 
work, he is weighed down beyond the hope 
of elevation or improvement. The man of 
ideas, on the other hand, lightens his labor 
by his knowledge, performs his work in less 
time, and earns more. 

These general reflections ought to suggest 
an answer to the question we have asked. 
How shall young men between the ages of 
16 and 30—the period of time in which a 
man’s whole life is shaped for good or bad, 
for success or failure—best spend these long 
winter nights? Clearly in the accumulation 
of ideas and increase of knowledge, so as to 
render themselves supérior and to lay the 
foundations of life strong enough to insure 
their own happiness and to make the largest 
possible. number of their fellows happy. 
These ideas must be accumulated by study, 
and collective study is better than indi- 
vidual. The interchange of ideas, thoughts, 
and information enables one to develop 
faster, by division of labor, than he can ever 
hope to do toiling alone. To aceomplish 
this, there is no better way than for the 
young men of each neighborhood to organ- 
ize themselves into associations in the form 
of lyceums, debating clubs, or literary clubs, 
with about fifty members as the maximum,— 
twenty-five would be still better. Let them 
then choose a Moderator and other officers, 
and select a place of meeting, either at each 
other’s rooms or at some small hall, such as 
may be had in almost every neighborhood 
very cheaply. No better .occupation could 
be found for such an association than the 
study and discussion of subjects growing out 
of our own history and that of foreign coun- 
tries, also of various topics in science, politi- 
cal economy, politics, and even the various 
forms of mechanical and e indus- 
try. If any member has made a special study 
of a topic, let him prepare a paper upon it 
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and read it, and then let it be made the sub- 
ject of the evening’s discussion. Discussions 
of this kind will necessitate the hunting up 
of authorities in our libraries and the diligent 
reading of books. In this way an immense 
amount of information will be gathered by 
so many students pursuing their investiga- 
tions in different directions, and the dis- 
cussion will tend to fix facts and ideas in the 
memory for future use. Franxuim, in his 
autobiography, gives a charming picture of 
aclub of this sort with which he identified 
himself .in Philadelphia, and he bears elo- 
quent tribute to the great service it was to 
him in his after years. In‘a club of this 
kind, books may also be read and their con- 
tents discussed from evening to evening. 
There is, in fact, no end to the ways in 
which such a club may be made profitable 
and instructive. We have large numbers of 
clubs in the city, but the most of them are 
devoted to dancing, private theatricals, elo- 
cutionary displays, and various forms of 
merely social entertainment. They are all 
well enough in their way, and are not to be 
deprecated, for man is by nature a social 
animal; but alternate them with the 
mutual-improvement clubs. Even but 
one evening a week devoted to reading .and 
discussing during the years of youth is an 
investment which will return rich interest at 
maturity, and secure a happy and beneficent 
old age. It is an investment that will pay 
better than saloons, theatres, and billiards, 
and these long winter nights thus usefully 
employed will be pleasant spots to look back 
to in the future. They will prove the start- 
ing points of influence, power, and fame, 
will enlarge the area of personal usefulness, 
and enable the possessor of the ideas thus 
acquired to benefit his fellow-men and im- 
prove the condition of his kind. 


MR. TILDEN’S CLAIM. 

That Hope springs eternal in the human 
breast is a familiar /suggestion which has 
been conspicuously illustrated in the history 
of the descendants of deposed royalty seek- 
ing restoration. We have now another in- 
stance in the case of Mr. Turn, who is 
still going about claiming to be the legal 
President of the United States, and who is 
daily expecting an outburst of popular in- 
dignation, upon which Mr. Harzs is to be 
‘* hurled” from the seat he has usurped, and 
Mr. Tum borne, yindicated, to the White 
House. | 

A recent New York letter has this to say 
on the subject : 


The public may as well know, once for all, that 
we have not entirely done with Mr. Ton yet, 
nor is the Presidential question yet settled. By 
the terms of the Electoral bill the defeated candl - 
date has his recourse to the Supreme Court, and 
Mr. Ti.psen will, in his own good time, avail him- 
self of that right. This is not a sensational state- 
ment, but the words of truth and soberness. I 
know wha@of I am speaking when I say Mr. In. 
DEN is fully nesolved to contest his right to the 
Presidency before the courts. He has never for a 
moment wavered in that determination. Asa pre- 
liminary step in that direction he took the oath of 
office on the 4th of March last, and has been swear- 
ing ever since, for that matter. He has had men 
in his employ, ever since the contest was decided 
against him, collecting and collating the evidence, 
and it is the business of his life to superintend the 
work as it progresses. He bas a private printing 
office of his own, with thirty men employed, sworn 
to secresy, whose business it is to print the matter 
as it is prepared. 

In full sympathy with this position of Mr. 
Tub is the demand, constantly presented 
by the New York Sun, that Mr. Harms be 
impeached because of the corrupt bargain by 
which he was counted in, to the exclusion of 
Tro, and the further statement that evi- 
dence to establish the accusation is accumu- 
lating. The old man Tub, we suppose, 
will have many to support him when he re- 
produces his old banner of Reform.“ but 
the number and character of those who will 
cheer on the revolution will not be such as 
to endanger the peace of the country. The 
case of Tom vs. Hayes has been tried and 
determined irrevocably. Mr. Harn has 
been declared elected, not only by the award 
of the officers of the several States 
whose duty it was to certify to the 
votes, but he has been declared 
elected by the solemn judgment of the 
majority of the members of both parties in 
both branches of the National Legislature. 
Never in the history of the Government has 
a Presidential election been affirmed and con- 
firmed so emphatically by all departments 
and by all parties as that of Harms. The 
wildest supporter of Mr. Tom never 
claimed more than that Congress had the 
final right of determining what votes should 
be counted, and who was elected. Each 
House, acting separately, and both Houses, 
acting jointly, affirmed the counting of the 
votes, and declared Hayrgs to have been 
elected. Nor is there any moral justification 
for disputing the election. Had there been 
a free election,—an election free from in- 
timidation, violence, bulldozing, and mur- 
der,—the vote of Mississippi and Alabama 
would have been given to Harzsin addition 
to that of the States whose votes were 
disputed. There is nothing in the allega- 
tion that he was elected with a popular 
majority against him. The same objection 
might have been made against Lincouy, who 
at his first election was short nearly 900,000 
votes of a majority. When Jom Quincy 
Apams was elected he received less than one- 
third of the whole popular vote ; his election, 
moreover, was charged to have been the re- 
sult of a corrupt bargain ; but no man ven- 
tured to question his title to the office 
awarded him. 7 

Mr. Tro is an old man, without a wife 
or family. He has dreamed of the Presi- 
dency since childhood. That he might en- 
joy the honors in royal style, he has 
labored like a slave to amass money, and 
lived like a miser to keep it, against the day 
when he should be the recognized ruler of a 
great nation. He believes he was elected ; 
he insists that he is President; and since the 
4th of March, when he took the oath of 
office, he has never „by word or act 
recognized the Presidency of Harms, or 
waived his own claim to be the lawful 
President of the United States. He clings 
to that title with a tenacity inspired by a 
life-long passion. So long had he sought 
and expected the office that the election was 
to him a mere form,—the Presidency seemed 
to fall to him as an inheritance. He clings 
to it yet as if he had been born to the Presi- 
dency, and had been unjustly deprived of it. 
Mr. Tom is not alone in his trouble. 
There are several “rulers” in Europe who 
are kept out of office. There is the Count 
pE OnamBorp, who has been calling himself 
King Hzunry V. of France ever since 1830, 
and who expects to have his rights yet. 


vas deposed in England, but from that time 
down to the death of the last of the family 
there was a Sruant always claiming to be 
King of England, and wherever he lived he 
maintained a court, and expected. to be re- 
stored to the crown. The right or title to 
govern is one of the last which human 
nature will abandon. An even stronger case 
than that of the Srvarr family is that of the 
Patzou.oa1, which family ruled in Constan- 
tinople when that city was captured by the 
Turks in 1453. The last of that race died 
within the past few years, but to the last, 
from the fall of Constantinople, there was a 
PaLZoLocus somewhere on the earth claim- 
ing the title of - Emperor of the East. 
Fortunately, Mr. Tors claim will die 
with him. Even if the claim could go down 
to posterity, he has no posterity. The 
right, therefore, does not admit of postpone- 
ment; it must be asserted by Mr. Inn 
personally and at once. One year of the 
term has nearly expired, and yet nothing has 
been done to eject the usurper. It is sug- 
gested that Mr. TD will, if there be no 
popular uprising to put him in office, confine 
himself to such legal proceedings as shall 
demonstrafe to the whole people that he is 
their lawful President, and with the expec- 
tation that a genervus country will, to ro- 
pair the wrong, elect him in 1880, and there- 
after every four years so long as he may 
live, to be the President. In the meantime, 
as President, he cannot recognize Harzs, 
and no person who does recognize 
Harzs need expect favor or toleration when 
Tub shall be restored and shall become 
the great ruler of a great nation. Until he 
shall be thus rewarded, he will persist in his 
claim that, having been elected President 
and having been képt out of the emoluments 
and honors by force, his election holds good 
against all subsequent claimants until he has 
had his four years’ term in offibe. Having 
been elected, he is entitled to be President 
for four years, and his term cannot expire 
until it has begun, and therefore he must 
be President-elect until he is formally in- 
ducted and had his full term of service, with 
its pay, in office. Like the PALWorodt, who 
were always Emperors, though never in office, 
Tum proposes to remain President until 
after he has served a full term in office.

Another fact, or at least another statement, the 
truth of which there seems to be no reason to 
doubt, is that some person on behalf of the City of 
Chicago applied to the United States Trust Com- 
pany, in New York, toward the last of December 
for a loan of $1,000,000, secured by the first rev- 
enne derived from current taxes. The Company 
refused to grant the loan except on a gold basis. 
The same representative of the Chicago City Gov- 
erment then applied to the Exchange Bank, and 
the loan was declined except on the same conditions.

This statement originated with Jar 
Govtp’s New York Tribune, and was printed 
along with a string of other items (probably 
of the same degree of veracity). Ita falsity 
was exposed some days ago in the columns 
of Taz Tamm. The fact, as stated by the 
Comptroller, was, that a loan of $100,000 
was sought to meet maturing bonds, and the 
New York Exchange Bank proposed to loan 
gold if the city would agree to repay in gold. 
The Comptroller refused to consider the 
proposition ; first, because he did not feel 
authorized to negotiate outside of the basis of 
the current legal-tender(as such anjoperation 
would be in the nature of a speculation in 
gold, which is the business of a broker, and 
not of a municipal corporation); and, sec- 
ondly, because it wasn’t necessary to take 
this roundabout road, as the Comptroller 
got all the money he wanted in Chicago at 6 
per cent, payable in ‘‘ lawful money.” Out 
of this simple circumstance the New York 
Tribune made the exaggerated statement 
which the Times persists in repeating, mul- 
tiplying the amount tenfold, and magnifying 
a simple business transaction, which resulted 
to the city’s advantage, into what looked 
like a reflection on Chicago’s credit. But the 
reproduction of the falsehood by the Chicago 
Times, after its refutation, looks like malice, 

not merely because the Times had the means 
of ascertaining the truth of the matter by 
applying tothe City Comptroller, but because 
a true statement of the case had already 
been made public. 


One of those silly soothsayers whom the 
New York Herald chooses to set up as cor- 
respondents in the different European Capi- 
tals, has just emitted a feeble prophesy from 
Berlin. As was to be expected, the result of 
his divinations comes exactly at the wrong 
time and fails to produce any impression 
upon the mind of the reader except amaze- 
ment that a man could live at the German 
Capital in the centre of German politics and 
yet remain so stupidly ignorant of the East- 
ern policy of the Brumarcx Government. 
Here is a specimen sentence of his effusion : 

On a conclusion of peace, for which preparations 
are indoubtedly already making, Biemasck and 
ANDRassyY will quietly step in between the contest- 
ante and name the terms on whicn they will ad- 
mit a reconstruction of the political state of affairs 
on the Balkan Peninsula. 

Aside from the fact that preparations for 
peace are not already making, except m so 
far as the excited interference of England is 
concerned, the statement that Bismarck and 
Axpnassr will step in and settle the business is 
entirely unauthorjzed by the present state of 
affairs. One of the most important lessons 
that the careful student of European politics 
could draw from the history of the last year 
has been that the alliance between the Em- 
pires of the Continent is not imaginary, but 
actual. Nor is it confined to a mere friendly 
interchange of compliments between the 
three Emperors ; the bulk of the populations 
of Russia and Germany, and the German- 
speaking inhabitants of Austria, are in entire 
sympathy. Bismarck and Anprassy will not 
dictate to Gorrscuaxor?; it is within the 
bounds of possibility that they may have a 
gone 

One would suppose that the occupation of 
hog-killing would be incompatible with the edu- 
cation of the finer sentiments of human nature, 
and that between lard and love there could be 
little congeniality.

In fact, a’ thousand 
traditions cluster about the beast which in these 
degenerate days is become an inhabitant of the 
barn-fard, so unnoticed and unhonored that 
even the Sweet Singer of Michigan deigns 
not to bring him into her immortal 
verse. But down near the Town of Greenville, 
in this State, there occurred recently an inci- 
dent which should go far towards restoring the 
hog to his natural place in romance and song.

Afterawhile the farmer 
began to stir uneasily in his couch and to mur- 
mur forth a series of oaths, which, however, by 
reason of being mixed up in the bed-clothes, 
were naturally more or less disconnected, Fi- 
nally, against his will, he was forced to rise, and 
then, but not until then, did he discover that 
the partner of his bosom was missing. A fur- 
ther search revealed the fact that the hired man 
was also gone, as well as a wallet containing 
$400, his savings for the previous year. At this 
point the narrative ends. Whether Mr. 
Ra rxns succeeded in recovering his money and 
in bringing bacx his truant spouse to the suck- 
ing babe cannot be known until the local narra- 
tor furnishes later developments. Meanwhile, it 
is to be hoped that the business of hog-killing 
will not be injured by this unfortunate contre- 
temps, and that the babe may be induced to 
turn its attention, at least temporarily, to the 
equally exhilarating bottle. 


THE SCOTCH STRUGGLE AGAINST TYRANNY. 

The Scotch nobles put the Presbyterian 
Church in power for selfish reasons. They were 
engaged in à deadly struggle with the combined 
forces of the Crown and the Catholic hierarchy. 
In order to separate these allies and conquer 
each in detail, they espoused the Protestant 
Reformation then sweeping over Europe, and 
hastened its introduction in Scotland. The 
Lords of the Congregation in 1557 “ renounced 
and forsook the congregation of Satan, with all 
the superstitions, abominations and idolatry 
thereof, and promised to maintain, cherish, 
and defend the ministers of Christ, the whole con- 
gregation of Christ, and every member thereof.” 
Presbyterianism would eventually have triumph- 
ed without the assistance it derived from this 
quarter. But its recognition would have been de- 
layed, and its form perhaps materially modified, 
if political reasons had not, at a critical mo- 
ment, lifted it into position. The principles of 
Presbyterianism were ingrained in the Scotch 
people. The Monastery of Iona, in which 
celibacy was not practiced, and the doctrines 
of the Romish Church were not taught, 
was founded in the sixth century. It 
preserved a primitive Christianity until 
the beginning of the thirteenth century. His- 
torians of the Presbyterian Church have main- 
tained that this lona Monastery and the sect of 
Culdees which sprang out of it represented in 
their original integrity the doctrines on which 
the Church of the present day is founded. 
However this maybe, it is certain that the sect 
was all but extinguished in the fourteenth cen- 
tury, and the flickering vitality that still lin- 
gered among the people might never have been 
rekindled as it was if the Scotch nobles had not 
been driven into the Reformation by the King 
and the priests. 

The selfish motives of the nobles were soon 
apparent. They had in theory the purest affec- 
tion for the new Church, but in practice they 
loved still better the fat things of the old one. 
When it came to a division of the spoils, they 
proposed to appropriate to their own uses five- 
sixths of the property of the Church, and to 
award only the meagre remainder to 
the support of the new establishment. 
The doctrines of the Roman Church— 
auricular confession, absolution, the Real Pres- 
ence, and the rest—were banded over to the 
new clergy as part of the fruits of victory. They 
were to derive their chief beuefit and highest 
pleasure from these intellectual trophies, which 
they were at full liberty to exhibit as the broken 
weapons of superstition. This was, however, a 
partition of the spoils to which the Protestant 
clergy would by no means consent. They claim- 
ed as their due all that had beionged to their 
predecessors. Forthwith began a struggle be- 
tween the Church and the novles which lasted 
more than a hundred years. The clergy, having 
no other resource left, flung themselves into the 
arms of the people; the nobles, needing all the 
strength they could get, formed an alliance with 
the Crown. There was thus a new arrangement 
of the three estates. The subtle influence of 
the Church, which under the Catholic domina- 
tion had slowly alienated the common people 
from their hereditary chieftains, continued to 
work in the same direction, although these chief- 
tains were the founders of the new Church. An 
issué was thus made between democracy and 
aristocracy. The clergy were driven to adopt a 
democratic form of government. They rejected 
prelacy because it was undemocratic. For the 
same reason the nobles and the Crown sought 
to impose it upop the Church. It has always 
been a question whether the Scotch Church up 
to the time of the approval of the Second Book 
of Discipline had formally abandoned Episco- 
pacy. All the writers in the English Church 
maintain that it had not; that the so-called 
‘* Superintendents”? appointed by the General 
Assembly were Bishops in fact, though not in 
name. CALDERWOOD, STEVENSON, HETHERING- 
rox, and otber Presbyterian authorities main- 
tain the contrary. It manifestly appears,” 
says HETHERINGTON, that the Superintendents 
had no one thing in common with prelates, ex- 
cept the charge of religious matters in an ex- 
tensive district.“ They were ordained, it is 
said, in the same manner as ministers; 
subject to the same discipline. and 
tried dy the same courts. There 
were but five of these Snperintendents, 
and their jurisdictions were exclusively outlying 
country districts, while the spiritual interests of 
the cities were attended to by rexularly- 
appointed ministers. The zeal of the Presby- 
terian historians has blinded them tothe fact 
that these Superintendents, however limited 
their functions in the cities may have been, were 
charged by the First Book of Discipline not 
only to preach, but also to examine the doctrifie, 
life, diligence, and behavior of the ministers, 
teachers, elders, and deacons.”” This was one 
thing the Superintendents had in common with 
prelates which HeTHERINGTON bas neglected to 
meution. But the Second Book of Discipline, 
which appeared in 1578, eighteen years after the 
first, removed all doubt as to the attitude of 
the Scotch Church with reference to Episco- 
pacy. It declared that the Bishops are all one 
with the ministers.’’ this rock the Presby- 
terian Church in Scotl was built. About it 
for many years were the trials of war and per- 
secution, but no power availed to destroy it, or 
seriously to alter its character. 

The General Assembly of 1578 resolved that 
the Bishops should be called by their own 
names, and not by their titles. ‘the same body 
declared that vacancies among the Bishops 
should not be filled. The Assembly of, 180 
pronounced the office of Bishop a mere human 
invention; and existing Bishops were ordered 
to resign or suffer the penalties of excommuni- 
cation. Two years later, an Assembly, of which 
ANDREW MBLViLLE was head, excommunicated 
Kospert Montcomsry, who had accepted the 
appointment of Archbishop of Glasgow. The 
same year the Raid of RuTHVEN placed Jamzs VI. 
completely in the hands of the Church, and con- 
firmed its power in sucha manner that it was 
able, ten years afterwards, to bave ail its rulings 
against. Episcopacy sauctioned in the cele- 
brated act of Parliament known as “the 
Great Charter of the Church.” This tri- 
umph was short-lived. The Great Charter 
was the highest point attained by Presby- 
terianism in Scotland for nearly a hundred 
years. In 1507 Jamus began to pack the Gen- 
eral Assemblies to secure the re-establishment 
of Episcopacy. His efforts were aided by the 
influence of the Highiand nobles on their clans- 
men, who suddenly developed an astonishing 
interest in affairs of the Church. Edinburg was 
invaded, and democracy for the time suppressed 
by superior numbers. The struggle was about 
to be renewed in 1603, when Jamzs succeeded 
Evizasera on the throne of England. He 
brought all the resources of his new positfon to 


the Covenanters who sold one King from lofty 
conscientious motives attempted to restore 


Scotch people, and the collision which conse- 
quently took place between the purest democ- 
racy that ever lived and the Scotch Church, 
CROMWELL proved a more terrible antagonist 
even than the Stuarts. He disbanded the Gen- 
eral Assembly in 1658, much in the fashion of 


his treatment of the Long Parliament. What 


was left by him of the institutions of the 
Church—and he suspendéd nothing besides 
the General Assembly—was violently at- 
tacked during the whole period of the 
Restoration. Jauss II. contemplated the 
restoration of the Romish Church in Scotland, 
little knowing, in his blind infatuation, that it 
would have been easier for him to level the 
mountains of that rugged country and drown it 
in the deep sea. In the twenty-eight years be- 
tween the Restoration and the Revolution, 
18,000 persons suffered by death, slavery, exile, 
or imprisonment, inflicted in the vain endeavor 
to destroy the Presbyterian Church of Scotland 
and establish Prelacy on its ruins. Under 
Wriui4M III. acts of Parliament were adopted 
abolishing Prelacy, ratifying the Confession of 
Faith, establishing the Presbyterian Church, and 
abolishing patronage. Tbe General Assembly 
met again. With this event the struggle with 
Episcopacy may fairly be said to have ended; 
for, though it was revived under WILLIAM, and 
pressed by many of his successors, it was never 
reimposed upon the Presbyterian Church. The 
effort thenceforth was to introduce it independ- 
ently in Scotland as a separate institution. 

The alliance of the clergy with the people had 
other important results. While it protected the 
people against political tyranny, it exposed them 
to ecclesiastical despotism. The clergy, who 
were glad in the sixteenth century to take ref- 
uge among the people, aspired in the seven- 
teenth century to rule them. ethe minis- 
ters of the Church carefully avoided making 
claims to supernatural powers, they did not dis- 
approve of that ignorance and superstition 
which attributed to them gifts of prophesying 
and wo der- working. Their curses were said to be 
miraculously fulfilled in a number of instances ; 
their solemn acts were ensbrouded in the mys- 
tery of a supposed special communication with 
Gop; and even to the present day we; find their 
historians noticing peculiar dispositions of the 
elements as tokens of the Divine pieasure sent 
for the guidance of the Lord’s anointed. Nor 
was the tyranny exerted by the clergy 
in these days merely spiritual. By 
preaching the doctrine * of a material 
Hell, in the description of whose terrors human 
ingenuity was exhausted, they Kept their ig- 
norant oners in complete subjection. 
The Blue Laws of Scotland were more severe 
than any Known to our Puritan ancestors, and 
all were executed with a rigor born of austere 
principles and misguided consciences. It.would 
be wrong, however, to attribute the tyranny of 
the Scotch clergy during this period to their in- 
nate love of power for its own sake. Some his- 
torians have done this. But it is easier and 
more honest to suppose that the motives ot the 
clergy were not bad; that they mistook their 
mission, instead of violently perverting it. The 
various evidences of a superstitious age are not 
marks of asuperstitious Church, but of a state of 
public feeling which was antagouistic to the 
healthy growth of the Church, and which it may 
have helped to educate to betterthings. The real 
curiosity in connection with the history of this 
period of Presbyterianism is its essential attach- 
ment to a form of ecclesiasticism while it was 
encouraging by every means in its power politi- 
cal liberty. If it had been sincerely attached to 
any form of despotism, its whole history would 
not be identified, as it is, with the birth of the 
free institutions of Great Britain. That it was 
connected with such a spiritual despotism, and 
for many years maintained it, there can be no 
question. But it was the most active instru- 
ment in promoting political doctrines which 
eventually subverted ecclesiastical authority. 
Thus the Presbyterian Church applied the 
remedies which were to purge it of the igno- 
rance and superstition out of which it rose, and 
which clung to its garments for centuries 
afterwards. It provided for its own regenera- 
tion by returning its authority to the Lody of 
the people, and drawing fresh inspiration from 
that source when it became purified.

ENGLAND’S ATTITUDE. 

DETERMINED TO HAVE HER SAY. 

[By Cable to The Chicago Tribune. | 
Lowpon, Jan. 6—6 a. m.—As telegraphed 
Friday, England has declined to communi- 
cate Russia's answer to Turkey, but it is, 
of course, known unofilicially in Constanti- 
nople.

I gave you brief getailsof the battle of Azizi 
in my last. From spies, from Turkish officers, 
and from a Russian prisoner I have learnt a few 
more details, which I now send you. 

It appears that, at 4a. m. on the 9th, ten bat- 
talions of infantry, two batteries, anda regt 
ment of horse were sent out from the Russian 
division encamped near the Monastir Loussa- 
voritch, with orders to push close up to the 
Azizi Fort, and ascertain not only its exact 
strength, but the amount of support that work 


could obtain from the neighboring fortifications. 
The approach of this force was seen and 
repo by sentries in the Medjidich 
Lunette; but the commander was either a 
traitor, or too much overcome by sicep or 
* mastie,”’ to believe such idle tales as the ap- 
proach of the Russians, and, consequently, took 
no steps to prepare against surprise. The ene- 
my, on searing the work, threw forward three 
battalions of the One Hundred and Fifty-third 


Regiment, These were covered by a storming, 


party, which must have been accompanied by a 
man thoroughly conversant with the ground; 
for, while one party rushed on the dead ground 
in front of the salient angle, another made for 
the open gorge. The affair was too sudden to 
admit of much resistance, and in five minuter 
the Russians were in possession of the fort. The 
General commanding the reconnoitering party 
now seut word back to Heimann, in the khan 
on the crest of the Boyun, that he was actually 
in the Medjidieh Lunette, and 
if more guns were sent 
would carry the Azizi as well; 
his men to close the gorge with whatever ma- 
terials first came to hand. By some neglect or 
jealousy, of which I hear there is an enormous 
amount in the Russian camp, the seven battal- 
ions in immediate support of the storming col- 
umn did not move up to the lunette, but re- 
mained some two miles off: and, news of the 
loss of the work having reached Capt. Mehemet 
Pasha, in command of the Azizi Fort, he pro- 
ceeded immediately to recapture it. Dawn had 
just broken as he moved over the ground separ- 
ating the two outworks, and his advance was 
the first notice the Russian reserve had of:the 
success of the stormers. They at once 

ushed on, hoping to cut off Mehemet 

asha and succor their comrades, but 
they were too late. So fierve was the owslaught 
made by the gallant little Prussian that the 
enemy were fairly drifen out of the lunette at 
the point of the bayonet, upwards of 300 being 
slain inside the ramparts; fourteen men were 
saved by the personal exertions uf the Turkish 
General. By this time the sun had risen and 
the Osmanli were able to look about them. 
They now saw that the Medjidieh was the only 
point attacked, and concentrated their whole 
energies in endeavors to save it. Up to this the 
scene from the town was grand. en, Imagin- 
ing from the sound of firing that the enemy 
were assaulting the. ramparts on all sides, 
dashed up to the walls, and, regardless 
of the orders of the more collected 
among the officers, commenced an indis- 
criminate independent fire all round. The 
waste of ammunition was simply terrific. The 
absurd fire slackened at daybreak, and ail men 
pushed up to the Medjidieh. Moolahs, ascend- 
ing the minarets, summoned the faithful to 
arms. Right readily did the towns-neople re- 
spond. Arms were hastily served out and they 
flocked up the heights. he fight now waxed 
hotter and hotter. The Russians having brought 
up the reserves, seven battalions strove to seize 
the fort once more. The Turks, with the en- 
ergy of despair, strove to drive them off the 
ground. Heimann failed to support his meu. 
and 12 foot by foot, Mehemet Pasna 
forced them back,—an 18-centimetre gun worked 
by Mukutar Pasha making the most beautiful 
practice on the retreating Loe. 

Tue Turkish. loss was very heavy. I went 
over the field in the early morning of the 12th 


and carefully counted the killed in the Medji-. 


dich Lunette. In it there were 287 Russian 
bodies stripped and grievously mutilated; 
there were fully that number of Turks not 
stripped. Between the Medjidieh and the 
Azizi the ground was thickly strewn with 
Turkish bodies, no Russians; and this was 
owing to the excellent practice made by the 
Russian field-batterics on the Ottoman reserves 
pushing up to the front. We lost about 800 
killed and 2,200 wounded. Of this number 
some 700 were towuspeople, who fought with 
much gallantry. The batialion which original! 

held the work was nearly entirely captured. 
It mustered 838 the preceding day, and that 
eveving only 230 could be found. Mukbtar 
Pasha informed me that it behaved very badly 
on the 4ta inst., and now he means to shoot the 
senior surviving officer pour encourager les autres. 
The wounds are, I think, more frigntful in this 
than in any previous action I have witnessed. 
Whether trom the hand-to-hand nature of the 
fight, or what, 1 know not, but they certainly 
are most terrible. The doctors say fully 70 per 
cent. must die—an awful proportion. Wounds 
in the abdomen are most numerous, as the 
Russians fired low. 


OSMAN PASHA. 
GALLANTRY OF THE TURKISH COMMANDER. 
Pleena Correspondence London Telegraph. 

Osman Pasha’s example had, doubtless, a 
great deal to do with the manner in which the 
fight was maintained. He was always with his 
men in the thickest of the danger when occasion 
needed; his tent was always in full view of the 
enemy, and very frequently under shell fire. 
When they had tobacco he smoked, and when 
they had not he refrained. His tent was almost 
as cheerless as their trenches—very little more 
comfort. I do not think he ever slept 
more than two or three hours at a 
time; they were sure he was up in the 
night as well as in the day, but they 
never knew when he might come among 
them. Notaman ventured to flinch from his 
post except on those occasions when, under very 
heavy fire, officers threw themselves on the 
ground to avoid a passing storm of shot and 
shell, and then Osman Pasha beat them with his 
own hand in the presence of the troops. The 
Aides-de-Camp were nearly all killed or wounded; 
their work was extremely arduous and danger- 
ous. During the fighting, which lasted from 
the 5th to the 15th of September, I saw five of 
Osman’s staff killed or séverely wounded, and 
I am only amazed that all were not equally un- 
fortunate. The commandants of the tabias 
were, in fact, nearly all killed or wounded. 
Similarly with tue Pashas who commanded 
various points of the position. Hassan Pasha 
(now in Constantinople) was shot through the 
leg. Ahmed Pasha was killed; Safvet Pasha re- 
ceived a bullet in the arm, and Emin Pasha one 
in the head. 

Devoted and brave as a lion, it often surprised 
me that Osman was not killed. Mindful always 
of his own duty as a resoonsible General, be 
never forgot that the peril into which he had 
brought his gailant troops should at least be 
shared by himself. In the most critical mo- 
ments of the engagement he was always with 
us men, encouraging them to do their utmost; 
and not only by word of mouth, but by actual 
entry into the fight, throwing the fine spirit 
into the defenders which sustained them so 
many months. I remember one vight—it was 
past 11 o’clock, and all the camp had retired 
some three hours to get what rest we could, 
for we were in the habit of snatching repose 
whenever we had an opportunitv—a fierce 
attack was made on the Gravitza redoubt, 
which was not then in the hands of the Rou- 
mapians. The firing was no sooner heard than 
out came Osman, and with him Abmed, the 
Arab Pasha—a fine old military General, who I 
hope is yet alive—and away they rode to the 
fignt. My duty was to accompany them, but | 
wis scarcely prepared for what they did. Riding 
direct to the front, they each formed a battalion 
for attack, and then led the two lines to the 
charge against the place whence blazed out the 

uick flashes of the Russo-Roumanian rifles. 
The soldiers knew that the foremost man was 
Osman, and they cheered for the Musnir with 
such heartiness that the Russians did not wait 
to see what sort of a force was coming, but 
bolted away in the darkness, leaving some 500 
of their number on tae ground. en Osman 
and his colleague came back, aud rode quietly to 
their tents, the Marsbal cheerfully remarking 
that he thought the Russians would not 
care to repeat that experiment again. But 
every man in the place had a tale to tell of 
Osmam’s bravery. They say that when he led 
the furks against the Russians in those early 
Aucust days, before be had gained the position 
he subsequently so gallantiv held, he nerved 
his twenty-three slender battalions against the 
enemy by a display of extraordinary personal 
bravery. The fight, which I believe has been 
sensationally discribed from the other side as 
one in which some 60,000 Turks Were engaged, 
was in reality maintained bya mere handful of 
men against acouple of Russian army corps. 
Hour after hour the enemy essayed 
to drive Osman back, and at length, as the 
dav wore on and the Pasha saw still fresh 7 
ments of Russians coming into the field, I am 
told that, throwing himeeif in the thick of the 
battle, he tried—as tears of mingied and 
despair flowedatrom his eyes—to gem ap honor- 
able death in the miast of his gallant troops. 
He thought ~~ A must all be killed, an be 
wished to die with them. We know the resuit. 
How the startled Russians, unused to wach 
deeds of valor, broke and ran. For the trutu of 
this story I had the word of a man who did not

THE LONDON AND CONTINENTAL MONEY MAR- 
KBTS.

Loxpox, Jan. 5.—The Zconomist says: 


Money became plentiful after the beginning of 
the year. The discount rates for three months’ 
bills are now 3 per cent. The week, though 
broken by the holidays, has nevertheless been 
one of fluctuations, and of sensitive response 
to political preoccupations. The decline in con- 
sols appears to have resulted from recent sales 
for money. The foreign market has answered 


to the m hopes of peace to fears of 
war, by extreme fluctuations. Their net 
effect has been to raise the prices of 
Russian stocks on the average about 1 
per cent. Hungarian, Austrian, and Turkish 
securities have also, though less distinctly, ad- 
vanced. French stocks, and those taking their 
tone from the Paris Bourse, show little teature 
in the balance. 

In Americans, some disposition was noticed 
at the close of the week to make less of the 
pending contest in Congress over the silver 
question, It is, for instance, conceded that the 
payment of the bonds in silver, even if 
by the Legislature over the bead of the Execu- 
tive, would in practice show its inexpediency su 
plaiply as to cause an imm abandonment 
of so dishonest a proceedtng. 


SOUTH AMERICA, 

ONE HUNDRED LIVES LOST. 
Panama, Dec. 25.—The Star and Herald has 
a letter from Lima giving the particulars of the 
loss of the steamer Atacama, which went to 
pieces on a rock known as Quiebra Vlas, a 
short distance south of Caldera, on the Chilian 
coast, on the night of the 30th. Capt. Hall, of 
the officers, and many of the crew and pas- 
sengers were lost. In all, it is estimated that 
101 persons were drowned. Twenty-nine 
were saved. The ship was on a trip 
from Valpariaso to Callao. She struck at 


8 p. m., when the majority of the passengers 
were below, and so instantaneous was tlie 
breaking up of the ship that no time was given 
to gain the deck. The cargo lost was not of 
great value, and the passengers were mostly 
Chilians, journeying between the ports. 

Mr. Kennedy, agent of the Pacific Steamship 
Navigation Company, was returning from Val- 
paraiso on his wedding trip. He managed to 
lasten a iiie-beit on his bride, dnd 
threw himself with her into the water, but 
before they could extricate themselves from the 
floating debris a spar fell, striking the lady on 
tne neck, causing instant death.

GOV. BULLOCK’S TRIAL. 

Interesting Details of the History 

of Reconstruction in 
Georgia. 


Three Business Men Go into Politics 
and Get into Trouble in 
Consequence. 


By Telegraph to New York Herald, 

ATLANTA, Ga., Jan. 2.—To-day Rufus B. Bul- 
lock, formerly Governor of the State of Georgia, 
appeared in the Superior Court of Fulton Coun- 
ty to answer to the charge, preferred by the At- 
torney-General, of being a cheat, a swindler, 
and a felon. 

As this is the first time in the history of the 
United States that a Governor has been brought 
on such serious charges before the bar of jus- 
tice, a resume of the causes leading to the pros- 
ecution and the factsupon which it is based will 
be interesting, especially as this resume will 
embody a bit of racy political history, and throw 
& good deal of light upon the shadowy days of 
reconstruction. 

RARLY IN THE YEAR 1865, 

three gentlemen—all of them weil-to-do and 
influential—met in a private room in Augusta. 
They held a consultation of about two hours. 
During that select caucus the Republican party 
of Georgia was born—albeit tne child destined to 
such an eventful career was not then christened 
with the name under which it afterward became 
notorious. The men were Rufus B. Bullock, 
Foster Blodgett, and Benjamin Conley. Bul- 
lock was avery rich man, being the General 
Manager of the Southern Express Company, 
a Director in and founder of a National bank, 
and a resident of Georgia since 1857. It is said 
that his various salaries amounted to over 
$16,000 a year. Blodgett was a man of high 
position. He was a recogn Whig lead- 
er, famous for shrewdness and sagacity, 
and had several times been elected Mayor of 
the city. Conley was a wealthy shoe merchant 
of thoroughly respectable standing. This trio 
played a leading part in the eventful decatle 
that followed their first caucus. Bullock be- 
came Governor, resigned the office, left the 
State, and now stands before a bar of justice 
charged with crime. Conley became President 
of the Senate, then Governor. and now holds 
the Post-Office in Atlanta. Blodgett became 
the manager of the Administration’s political 
aff was commissioned United States Senator, 
spent bis fortune trying to get admission, and 
died afew days ago in great depression, with 
criminal charges, justly or unjustly the future 
must decide, hanging over his name. 

These men, after a review of the situation, in 
which it appears Blodgett was apostle and the 
others converts, decided to favor the peaceful 
acceptance by the State of the plan of 

RECONSTRUCTION AS PROPOSED BY CONGRESS. 
In pursuance of this resolution they announced 
themselves as candidates for the Convention, 
called by Federal authority, for the purpose of 
making a new Constitution for the State. The 
Democrats, almost without exception, heid this 
Convention to be illegal, and put up no candi- 
dates. Under advice of ben Hill, Toombs, and 
others, they held aloof from all participation in 
it. It thus happened that suspicion at once at- 
tached to anv man that allowed his name to be 
used in connection with it. Not a word had 
been breathed against the character of either 
Buliock or Conley until after they appeared as 
candidates for this Convention, and, while 
Blodgett had been accounted shrewd in politics, 
no suspicion attached to his personal character. 
It is doubtful if either of the men concerned 
calculated the extremities to which they would 
go, or the ap nism that they would 
arouse, when they went into the Convention of 
1865. A gentleman long intimate with Bullock 
says He pever dreamt of going into politics 
when he consented to run for the Convention. 
He was strictly a business man. He enjoyed 
the confidence of the whole community, and 
had vast interests committed to his keeping. 
He believed, however, that the State had best 
reconstruct itself quickly and finally. He 
thought the best men of the State should go 
into the Convention that was inevitable. and see 
to it that 2 laws were enacted. Believing 
that he could properly represent the business 
interests of the State, he consented to go into 
the Convention, two gentlemen of high charac- 
ter agreeing to associate themselves witb him in 
representing Richmond County. He expected 
to retire from politics as soon as the Convention 
was over, and did not give up any of his busi- 
ness engagcments. 

* THE TROUBLE SOON BEGAN, 
however. The newspapers, after expressing 
surprise that so respectabie a man should go 
into the ‘nigger convention,’ began to abuse 
him.

ional Governor. The removal of Gov. Jenkins 
was speedily made, but Bullock was not ap- 

inted in his stead. When the Convention 

d adjourned, however, and the Republican 
party was called upon to nominate a candidate, 
they named Bullock as their standard-bearer. 
Here, in my opinion, is where he deter- 
mined to go regularly into politics. He 
withdrew from his business and de- 
voted himself to the canvass. His ambition 
was awakened and his resentment stimulated.”’ 
He was inaugurated Governor shortly after- 
ward. I believe, continued the gentleman, 
“that there was another time when Bullock 
was driven out of the Democratic party, or, 
rather, out of a thoroughly conservative course. 
Upon his taking his seat he seemed bent —— 
building up a respectable party.

He very soon became 
involved in building important lines ot railroads 
to which the credit of the State had been pledg- 
ed. He was very intimate with Bullock, and 
the Administration was necessarily very much 
concerned with the success or failure of his 
projects. For some time Bullock had been 
threatened with im hment. The Legisia- 
turt-elect was largely Democratic, and it was 
openly charged that it would impeach the Gov- 
ernor upon its first assembling. I do not de- 
lieve that Bullock felt that he could be success- 
fully impeached, but the preferring of articles 
of impeachment against him would have re 
moved him from office until the charges had 
been settled. His successor would have been 
the President of the new Senate, who was sure 
to be a Democrat. The State would thus have

It has been believed that the 
State could pot convict and did not desire to 
acquit. A suspicion of this sort has quickened 
the sentiment in favor of a ** trial. On 
the other hand, the counsel for the State assert 
positively that they have a strong case. They

ENDICOTT 


A Brother of the Late President of the 
Central National Bank Denies that Mr. 
Endicott Is a Defaulter, but Fails to Tell 
His Present Whereabouts, 

To the Editor of The Tribune. 
Cuicaago, Jan, 5.—It has apparently become 
necessary to ask the privilege of denying 
through the press one of the floating stories rel- 
ative to the late President of the Central Na- 
tional Bank. The charge so eagerly circulated 


took the cash, and left the city,” is wholly 
false. He never, at any time, sold a share 
owned by him to the bank, neither has that in- 
stitution one share or any number of 
shares which at any time belonged to him. As 
stated by the papers early in December, and as 
Mr. Endicott himself told the Directors at the 
last meeting in November, by advice of those 
he supposed to be his friends, he had purchased 
from time to time for the bahk,. temporarily, 
shares of stock offered and utged for sale by 
holders as coilateral (the offering of which ata 
discount was, these same friends said, injuring 
the credit of the bank), and he held these 
shares in his name as tfustee tor the 
bank, never anticipating the failure, and 
they now so stand.” Mr. Endicott 
never personally owned ove of these shares. 
The money with which they were purchased, he 
stated, was paid to the owners or holders, regu- 
larly and in a straightforward manner, and 
never did a dollar of it go to Mr. Endicott, nor 
to any one in any way connected with or re- 
lated to him. The dividends’ upon this stock 
were credited to ofit and loss on the 
books of the bank for its benefit, and 
any trustee notes which are in the bank 
were given in connection with this stock 
transaction, and held as against the 
game—a fact known and still known to any offi- 
cer of the bank. Therefore, the charge referred 
to has no actual foundation. The original sub- 
scription of Mr. E. was paid for regularly and 
legitimately, and is not in and manner connect- 
ed with the shares purchased for account of the 
bank, and were never sold or given to the bank. 
Iam informed that it-is claimed that, as no 
National Bank can hold its own shares 
in its own name and fight (now the 
bank has failed), it is proposed to 
attempt to fasten upon Mr. E. a persona! owner- 
ship of this stock, which he purchased of out- 


| side parties and held as trustee, solely for the 


purpose of preservimg the credit of the bank at 
other parties’ suggestion, aud with no intention 
or design of actually violating the law. Out of 
this transaction, however uswise it, may now 
seem to have been, has growh the charges so 
freely circulated. 80 lar ＋ I know and 
believe, I feel justified denying, posi- 
tively, the reports that Mr. E. has in 
his possession, or ever had, any funds 
belonging to the bank, 1 am quite positive that 
the charge thut he has “‘abstonded ” with any 
moneys belonging to the bank is wholly untrue. 
The intimations that Mr. E took large sums, 
the sum of money, from the bank, and inter- 
po his paper therefor, dre, as I believe 
without the slightest foundation. Nor i 
understand that either the books of the bank 
show it or the Receiver charges it. No ex- 
euse can be offered, in thé light of results, 
for much of the apparent mismanagement 
of the bank. I certainly have no disposition to 
lessen the weight of that responsibility, or re- 
lieve him from any merited cénsure, but that is 
no cause for the stories of factual dishonest 

that are so freely and unjustly — 
There are many legal questions involved in the 
trustee gtock transactions, and it may be well to 
await the final decision before rendering adverse 
judgment thereon. It may he as well to add, 
that the Central National Bank never discount- 
ed — note or paper for me. and I never re- 
ceived a dollar of accommofation from that 
bank, but on the contrary I am a large loser by 
the failure.

the commercial future of the country at large. 
I declares that this great gathering of representa- 
tive merchants, from both Mast and West, are not 
ashamed ito proclaim to the world that commerce 
has a moral no jess than a social, or financial, or 
political, or international aspect, and that only in 

roportion as a lofty standard of morality is main- 

ined in mercantile intercourse, can trade be said 
to rest on a ound and enduring basis. Would, 
sir. that this were a creed universally accepte4! 
‘Unhappily it is not. Men are not altogether agreed 
as to the relation between commerce and morality, 
or the possibility of combining them in a perfect 
harmony. Sheridan, doubtiess, thought himself 
an eminently morai man; bat when his tailor 
dunned him to pay at least the interest of his 
bill, he replied that it was not his principic 
to pay the interest, and not for his interest to pay 
the principal; and not afew. probaoly, could be 
fonnd in our own day who would condone the dis- 
honesty for the sake of the witticiem that convey- 
ed it. 


Nota few young men. standing with the foot 
timidly set on the first round of the ladder which 
so many before me have climbed both success- 
fully and honorably, have gaid to me that for dusi- 
ness men it was impossible to keep such a luxury 
as a conscience. alicging substantially of com- 
mercial life what was once said wittily, but of 
course falsely, of the legai profession, that in it 
it was hard to get on, harder to get honor, but 
hardest to get honest. And for some natures, 
doubtless, it is hard. Strange if, within the vast 
range of mercantile life, many are not 
found too weak ‘to resist the overwhelming 
power of tempiation—when presenting itself under 
the guise of rapidiy-increasing gain. Witness the 
recent reveiations that have taken the public so 
completely by surprise. But what does this prove? 
The utter rottenness of commercial morality? As- 
suredly not, but only the fact that, in business as 
in law, as in medicine, as in every other depart- 
ment of life, human activities are inseparably 
bound up with the question of morality, and in 
the dtecharge of even the commonest duties can 
find scope for the cultivation, or, if men will, fur 
the violation of all] the virtues that fe to make up 
the noblest type of manhoo’. Aud here I have 
only two remarks to make. In the first place, it 
is doubtiess humiliating, not merely to commercial 
men, but to human nature generaily, to read these 
successive revelations of rascality in business circles 
to hear of bankers, brokers, merchants, and 
others — rominent positions in soctal 
and commercial life, betraying their trusts, em- 
bezzhng funds committed to their keeping, rob- 
bing even the widow and the orphan, —in some 
cases with absolute impunity; indeed, lately, out- 
rages of thie kind have followed one another so 
thick and fast that we begin to wonver, ‘*Who 
next?” and to ask, ** Whom can we trust?” But 
let us not forget that there is also to be found in 
commercial circles a far greater proportion of 
stainless honor, of unimpeached and unimpeach- 
able integrity, of large- hes open-handed 
benevolence, that we do not hear of; and that it is 
only justice to set them over against the cccasional 
outbreaks of corruption that disfizure its record. 
It is not just to estimate a fruit-bearing tree 
only by the excrescences on its trunk. 
Yet this is the principle on which an undiscrim- 
inating public often acts. Let one poor un- 
fortunate be drawn into the maelstrom of com- 
mercial dishonesty, and the press will 1-1 it, 
trumpet-tongued. and the lightning will flash it to 
the earth's uttermost extremities, and all the 
more gladly if he should happen to be the trustee 
of achurch or the Superintendent of a Sunday- 
school; but let the ninety-and-nine bold on the 
even tenor of their way, — their hands 
clean and their life stainless, and scattering their 
benefactions with unstinted generosity, and the 
world knows nothing of it,—newspaper and tele- 
graph are alike silent. One example of 
this occurs to me, Mr. Chairman, which 
has come under my observation, and which 
deserves to be rescued from oblivion. it 
has a peculiar interest for us this evening, 
inasmuch as it stands associated with the name of 
a member of the Commercial Club, of Boston. 
who, greatly to our regret. and to his, doubtless, 
if he knows of our gathering, is separated from us 
to-night by more than a thousand leagues of space. 
Something over six years ago, when the fire-flend 
was raging in our midst, and the crash of our top- 
pling homes, and places of worship, and marts of 
trade was still ringing in our ears, and the atmos- 
phere was thick and black with the smoke and dust 
and ashes of that all-devouring conflagration, the 
merchant to whom I allude hurried to this city, 
and, with the lovelight of sympsthy glistening in 
his eye, said to his friends here with whom he had 
business relations: ‘*Keep a brave beart; don't 
be afraid. Don't contract your businees operations 
even by a hair's breadth. Buy and sell as de- 
fore. Your obligations to us are heavy, but 
don't mind. Pay others wnat you owe them now. 
Pay us only when you can.” Mr. Chairman, 
words like these, uttered at such a crisis, are not 
soon forgotten, —they are imperishable. 

My second and concluding word is, that for all 
commercial corraption and dishonesty there is but 
one efficient remedy, and that is the lifting up of 
the moral law into the chief place of authority, 
and the making it in every aoubtful case the 
supreme arbiter of right, from whose decisions 
there shall be no appeal. Let this be the standard 

which business-men and their transactions 
shall be estimated, and the problem of the morals 
of commerce will be successfully solved. In 
my judgment, it is the only standard that 
men calling themselves honorable men 
can consent to accept. Let its sanctions, 
too, be considered obligatory in every rank of life, 
from the merchant prince to the proprietor of the 
pea-nut stand, from the occupant of the Presiden- 
tial chair to the shoe-black at the street corner. 
Let a Government, for example, fulfill its promises 
honorably in all ite dealings with its bondholders, 
andthe mora) effect of its action will permeate to 
society, and, as it permeates, will purify. Veraci- 
ty will yield — credit as its fruit, and credit 
will beget confidence, and confidence is the cement 
that binds the body — into one harmonious and 
enduring whole. nd as with Government, 80

This is all wrong, wrong every way. Such stand - 
ards of value must demoralize society. As I re- 
gard the matter. the peddiar who owns only 810 in 
the world, and carries all his merchandise in the 


par on his shoulders, is more worthy of honor 


than the successful“ merchant who occupies a 
marble-front and sips his wine at the risk of other 
people. But I must forbear; I have been advo- 
cating the doing of simple right in commercial life, 
and yet have been myself doing a great wrong in 
encroaching on the time that belongs to other 
speakers; so only one word more: A business man 
once said to a clergyman who consulted him as to 
the best way of warming up his congregation, 
Put a stove in your pulpit.” And the ad- 
vice, rightly understood, was 
as business men, accept a 
advice in return from aclergyman’ It wthis: If 
you would give practical effect to the sentiment 
the morais of commerce, bind up the Decalogue 
with your ledger and daybook, and turn to it fre- 
quently for purposes of reference. nu com- 
merce will indeed become honorable, —the 
Church will pronvunce her benediction within your 
marts of e as giadiy as within her own sanctu- 
aries, and pray with deepest fervor and sincerity.

ANOTHER IRREPRESSIBLE CONFLICT. 
To Tribwne. 


the Editor of The 

Cuicaco, Jan. 5.—The editor of Harper's 
Weekly, in the current number, closes an arti- 
cle on “Party Harmony” with the remark: 
“The President may fairly insist that before in- 
sisting upon his harmonizing with them they 
(the Republican majority in the Senate) show 
him an example of harmony among them- 
selves.“ The whole article is an indirect con- 
fession that the differences in the Republican 
party are irreconcilable. There has beena gen- 
eral — — to acknowledge this fact. 
The record party bas made bas given to the 
name itself an important influence which the 
leaders recognize and are unwilling to lose. But 
it may be as well acknowledged first as last 
that the questions which have come up for set- 
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| dent in his effort to purify the Civil Service— 


has also attributed honesty of purpose in his 
Southern policy, but bas been forced to cov- 
demn_ his opposition to the remonetization of 
silver. The loyalty of George William Curtis to 
the Republicau party has been too plainly 
demonstrated to be brought into question, vet 
his opposition to the course of Senator Conk- 
ling is too deeply seated to be healed with the 
simple remedy ofa party name. All these are 
but the expressions of popular sentiment 
whichis rocked to and fro by the constant dis- 
sensions of its supposed leaders. it will be 
found, however, on slight investigation, that 
the people have at last realized the 
situation in which they have been 
placed, and that they are not only 
disposed, but resolved, to act upon their 
convictions without reference to party re- 
strictions. The recent Silver meeting at the 
Tabernacle was perhaps the most striking ¢x- 
ample of this fact that has been presented. 
The most singular spectacle is shown at this 
time of two vital problems seeking solution 
with no distinct party organization to represent 
them, viz.: the Fivancial Question and the 
Civil-Service. Even on the Southern policy, 
which is the only link that connects the Repub- 
licau party of 1856 with the Republican perty of 
1878. there is such wide difference of opinion as 
to render it impossibie to find any two who will 
on all points fully agree. The paper to which 
reference has already been made concludes an 
articie on *‘Semi-Repudiation,’’ as follows: 


and history, is ashamed to acknowledge that the 
party bas no common principles upon the two 
commanding political questions of the day. When 
the question was of the extension of slavery, Ke- 
publicans were united. When it was of prosecut- 
ing the War, Republicans agreed. When it was of 
ual rights in reconstruction, Republicans assent- 
ed. But when itis of paying debts Ane y., and 
of reatraining the abuses of patrouage. Revubiicans 
do notagree. If Democratic madness drives them 
into agreement upon the right sice of one vital 
question, it will be fortunate ior the country. 

It will thus be seen that, according to Harper’s 
Weekly, a man’s loyalty to the Republican party 
must be measured bv bis devotion to the bond- 
holders’ interests; and his disloyalty by his ad- 
herence to the necessity of remonetizing silver. 
It is barely possible there may be found men 
whose twenty years’ convection with the Repu>- 
lican party would lead them to deny the right 
of this paper to excommunicate them on such 
grounds. Republicanism is further defined as 
“paying debts Aonestly and restraining the 
abuses of patronage.“ The differences of opin- 
ion on what is meant by honest debt and 
what is meant by abuses of patronage 
are not likely to be soon settled inside the Re- 
publican party or the Democratic party. There 
is a division of popular sentiment on these 

ueg@tions which is outside the tencts of 
these organizations. If the Implacables 
demand the continuance of the spoils system, 
how can they act in accord with men of the 
Curtis stamp who utteriv repudiate and con- 
demnit! if one faction demands remonetiza- 
tion and the repea) of the Resumption act, how 
can it be in harmony with the other faction 
which demands a retufn to a gold basis in less 
than a year, and that silver shall be forever 
barred from its legitimate use? 

However painful the chufesston, it must soon 
appear that the Republican party has outlived 
its usefulness, if, through the personal ambition 
of its alleged leaders on one hand, and the blind 
devotion to money-lenders’ extortions on the 
other, it attempts to retard the industries and 
the progress ot the country. The consequences 
of forcing these two issues will inevitably fall 
where they belong,—upon their selfish or illy- 
advised advocates, 

The bone and sinew of the old Republican 
party is firm and strong enough wo ealously 
guard and safely protect any and all of the 
rights which it has secured during the past eigh- 
teen years, into however diverse channels it may 
subsequently run or be forced. Neither Mr. 
Blaine, Mr. Conkling, Mr. John Sherman, nor 
Mr. George William Curtis can, however, dic- 
tate terms which are opposed to the best inter- 
ests of the people without the result of the en- 
tire disruption of the party to which they have 
been supposed to belong, and their own conse- 
quent failure and unavoidable disgrace.

Several members of the Board of Trade 
deavoring to get parties in the country to see 
that they are damaging themselves and others by 
cribbing damp corn. The corn which has been 
damaged by the bad weather of the past two 
months would be better fed to stock, or even de- 
stroyed, than mixed in with otherwise sound corn, 
which is deteriorated thereby. 

The leading produce markets were rather more 
active in the aggregate on Saturday, and irregular 
within rather narrow limits. Wheat and corn were 
weak early, and pork sympathized in the move- 
ment to some extent, while there was little change 
in the minor cereals. The later feeling was 
firm, on account of reports that British con- 
sols were lower. The receipts of grain 
were again small, and outside orders few, 
either to buy or sell. People elsewhere 4s 
well as in Chicago are utterly at sea with 
regard to the situation in the East of Europe. and 
prefer to be quiet till events take on a more de- 
nite aspect. They see reason to believe that the 
declaration of either peace or ore general war 
would cauee very wide changes in quotations, and 
are afraid to risk the chances, so long as neither 
event seems to be more probadle than the other. 

Dry goods were in avery fair demand. Within 
the past few days a noticeable increase in the vol- 
ume of orders has taken place. Prices remain 
firm. The grocery trade displayed increased actiy- 
ity, and a better, firmer feeling pervaded the mar- 
ket. Coffees were the dullest of the staple articles. 
Teas and sugars were fairly active and decidedly 
firm. Rice, sirups, spices, soaps, etc., were 
quoted about steady. No changes were observable 
in the butter and cheese markets, both of 
these stable articles remaining quict and steady. 
Dried fruits, both domestic and foreign, were 
dull. Fish met with a restricted demand only, and 
prices were to a considerable extent nominal. In 
the leather market nothing new was developed. 
Bagging, tobacco, paints, and colors were quoted 
dull and unchanged. There was a generally quiet 
market for oils, with little or no varistion in 
prices, Linseed was stro at Friday's advance. 
Lard and turpentine were negiected. 

10 for 
light and at $4. 0004. 30 for heavy. Cattle were in 
fair demand and unchanged, at $3.00@5.00 for

Lumber was quiet and unchanged. Dealers are 
confident of a good trade as soon as travel can be 
resumed inthe country. The prospect for getting 
out logs is much improved, enow having visited 
the lumber regions generally.

Wool and broom-corn were 
quiet, the Western orders being few and far be- 
tween, and the Eastern demand has fallen off. 
Seeds were quiet, partly on account of the meagre 
supply. as baying orders were on the market, and 
better prices were paid fortimothy. Clover was 
easier, being more freely offered, to arrive. 
Hides, salt, and potatoes were unchanged. Green 
fruits were quiet and steady. Poultry met with a 
fair mquiry at recent prices. The offerings were 
light, except of turkeys. Game was firm, except 
venison.

Inas- 
much as the ur considers Tun Trisuns'’s opin- 
ion regarding the respective merits of Rarus and 
Smuggler of enough importance to devote a consid - 
erable portion of its editorial pag@ to an attempted 
refutation thereof, it should at least state fairly the 
position taken by this paper. This was, that in 
the free-for-all face at Hartford in 1876, won by 
Goldsmith Maid, Smuggler quit badly, and that the 
race in question showed that when forced to fight 
out four or five heats at the top of his speed he 
would stop; and further, that when both horses 
were in perfect condition for a race, Rarwds could 
beat Smuggier, although Tus Tarsune believed, 
and so stated in its first article on the subject, that 
the brown stallion had as much speed as anybody's 
horse, and could perhaps win five heats from 
Splan's horse. The Turf denied this assertion 
with great warmth, but the position it assumed was 
so utterly and ridiculously at variance with that 
occupied by it on the same subject in 1876 that it 
was only necessary for this paper to quote from the 
Tur files of that year to show that in its as- 
sertion that Smuggler would not quit, the New 
York paper was enting its own words. This 
naturally riled the editor, and he again wastes time 
and space ina vain endeavor to perform the some- 
what dificult feat of riaing two horses going in op- 
His last article is composed en- 
tirely of glittering generalities, which he imagincs 
people will take for well-presented arguments, be- 
cause they are set in large type and placed con- 
spicuously on the editorial page of his paper. 
In the first place, he endeavors to create 
sympathy for Smuggler oy telling what 
a bad scorer he is, and how this 
tells upon him in a race. In taking this tack he 
does so for the evident purpose of keeping as far 
away as possible from the real subject at issue, 
the relative merits of Rarus and Smuggler. That 
free-for-all race at Cleveland, about which there 
has never been any argument on the part of THe 
Trisuns, is again lugged to the front and made to 
do duty as a straw man at which the 7wr/ can fre. 
He saye: ‘*Smucgler was worriea by repeated 
scorings and the grabbing of his shoe. Being a 
converted pacer, it 1s not casy for him to get away. 
le has to go up the stretch a considerable dis- 
tance, and, when the word is given, he is under 
suco headway that he cannot be pulled up until he 
rounds the turn.“ 

Now, Tus Taisnne would like to know what on 
earth this has to do with the question which the 
Turf claims to be discussing, apd waich is given 
above. This paperis not aware that the fact of 
Smuggler being a bad scorer proves that he will not 
quit, or that he can beat Larus in a race, the 
aflirmative of which propositions the 7urf started 
out so vigorously to prove. but, after harping om 
the Cleveland race as long as possible, Mr. Busoy 
refers to the remainder. of the free-for-all events 
in the Septilateral of 1870. The first hard 
nut to crack was the one at Duffalo, in 
waich Smuggier was ingloriousiy distanced. This 
fact is gotten over by the statement that Smuggier 
was unsicady on that day, and that the fact of his 
being distanced was no proof that he lacked speed 
or stamina. No one will dispute this. But it 
was not in the race at Builalo taat this paper said 
Smuggler quit, nor in taose at Rochester or 
Poughkeepsie. It was at Hartford, where he was 
not unsteady until le played out, that Smugvier 
met his Waterloo. In speaking of the Pongh- 
keepsie free-for all in 1876, the Tur / alludes to 
the fact that, in the first heat, Lula. Judge Ful- 
lerton, and Smuggler all took the flag together, 
leaving only the Maid and Bodine to finish the 
race, and wants to know if Tugs Trisune considers 
Lula a quitter, because she was shutout’ Such 
quiobling as this is absurd, aud unworthy a news- 
paper which pretends to discuss a question from a 
geutlemanly standpoint. In the Poughkeepsie 
race, it was evident that Lala. Smuggler, and 
Fullerton were flacged simply because they weie 
unsteady. The question of endurance couid 
not have entered into the matter, as neither of 
tuem wenta quarter of a mile in the Urst heat 
before commencing to dance. But in the Hartford 
race, on which Tus TRIBUNE'S argument was 
based, the circumstances were not similar. Smug- 
gier was as steady as a clock during the first three 
heats, and wontwo of them, because of his su- 
periorspeed. But after tue Maid had brought out 
the third with him so as to make it a dead one, he 
quit, and was never afterwards im the race, his 
driver being actually obliged in the sixth heat to 
wuip him into a run in order that he might not be 
disgracefully distanced; not distanced on account 
of unsteadiness!: but because be swallowed the 
bit, and, as Mr. Busby very truly remarked, in 
his editorial, written when the race was fresh in 
his mind. Smuggler was tired; his heart failed 
bim, and he gave it up. 

Alter doing his best to exalt Smuggler, the Turf 
endeavors to detract from the fame of Rarns. To 
this part of the article Tas Txaispuns has not, at 
present, space toreply, but the matter will be at- 
tended to in the future. 

THE STAKE SYSTEM. 

The institution of stakes for trotting horses, in- 
stead of offering purses, which was inaugurated 
by the Kentucky Trotuing-Horse Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation, as stated in these columns last Sunday, is 
rapidly finding favor among associations, and from 
present indications it is probable taat several 
Western tracks will, at their meetings next sum- 
mer, have all their events in the shape of.stakes, 
Heretotore, as is well known, the universal prac- 
tice has been for the Association to offer so much 
money to be trotted for by each class of horses, 
and the animals eligible to such events were 
reguired to pay an entrance fee of 10 per 
cent, for which 2 owners became liable 
as soon as the nominations were received 
by the Secretary of the track over which the con- 
test was to take place. There were some objec- 
tions to this system, but although other plans bave 
from time to time been tried, such as making the 
eutrance-fee half forfeit in case the horse was de- 
clared out on the evening before the race, etc. 
None of them worked well, and the old plan has 
invariably been returned to by the tracks that made 


the exveriment. 

It seems that the new style of doing things is to 
be inaugurated by the associations at Cincinnati 
and Columbus, O. Their plans have not been fully 
perfected, bat the present scheme is as follows: 
Suppose the ruce to be a free-for-all, in which 
under the old planaprize of $2,500 would have 
been given. The new system would obligate the 
nominator of every horse to pay, say, $100, all 
told; $10 to accompany the nom:nation, 0 to be 
paid June 1, and $50 about two weeks before the 
races occur. Tu the sum of all these moneys put up 
by the owners of the contending horses tne asso- 
cations will add a liberal amount. There is noth- 
ing at all novel about the plan, it being substan- 
tially the same that has prevailed for so many 
years among tae associations whicn give running 
meetings. It is proposed that under the stakes 
system, the stakes shail be divided into three 
moneys instead of four, as is now customary in 
purses for trotting. This, it is claimed, will have 
a tendency to do away with the —— of horses, 
which is now so extensively practiced. Why this 
will be so, it is difficult to see. The abolition of 
one money will not make an honest man out of a 
thie’, and such a statement is no argument in fa- 
vor of the new plan; it is simply an assertion, the 
truth of which at the best remains to be proved. 
The Spirtt of the Times, which generally waits 
until all matters pertaining to turf sport have been 
finally settled before veuturing to express an opin- 
ion upon them, has taken hoid of this matter very 
vigorously, and comes but in an editorial favoring its 
adoption oy all the trotting associations. Its argn- 
ment is that under it the associations would have 
an easier time when only required to pay the add- 
ed money instead of risking a large purse. as is 
now the case. It is difficult to sce wherein the 
force of this argument lies. Under the pres- 
ent system it i# rarely that there are not 
seven or eight paying entries to . each 
purse offered by the leading tracks of the country, 
and as the entrance fee is in every case 10 per 
cent, taere is but a small portion of the purse that 
is 172 up by the Association. But, on the 
other hand, the Tue Trizune is inclined to the 
belief that the proposed system is all in favor of 
the horsemen, and against the tracks. Suppose 
the Central Circuit, which was composed last 
season of eight associations, should adopt it. They 
would doubtless find that, taking into account all 
the acciaents and chances which attend the train- 
ing of a trotter, a surprisingly large number of the 
horses entered would be declared out before the 
time for payment of the final installment arrived. 
This would have a tendency to produce smal! flelds 
of starters and a consequent failing off in the gate 
receipts, for the people will not turn out to see 
four or five horses trot, unless they be of national 
reputation. 

Of course there are strong arguments on both 
sides of the question. As yet, the Cincinnati and 
Columbus ssociations have not officially au- 
nounced their intentions in the matter, although it 
is understood that they will soon do so. When the 
conditions under which the races over their tracks 
are to be contested are made public, so that a 
definite understanding of them can be had, the 
matter should be thoroughly discussed. 

SENSIBLE WORDS. 

The trotting season of 1877 was a memorable 
one in regard to ringer. It was the first in the 
history of the American turf that these horse- 
pirates made a series of organized raids on the 
various trotting circuits, and it is to be hoped that 
it will prove the last. The daily papers were the 
firet to make public these frauds, and Tur Cu- 
caco Targor furnished its readers with an expose 
of their operations, and especially of the Bright- 
wood party in Illinois, two weeks before any of the 
sporting journals had done more than allude to the 
matter.

It is a common practice of 
these publications to crib, without giving credit 
therefor, all news for which they. have use, in the 
daily papers, and the custom is alluded to here, 
merely that tae few people who depend solely upon 
them for sporting newe may not be deceived, 

The California Spird of the T.mes has taken up 
the subject of *‘ringere,” and has the following 
very sensible remarks on other evils waich drivers 
are prone to indulge in.

No 
matter if even the fasvest has to Carry the colin of the 
confederacy, such a compact is dishonest. We knew a 
case of toils Kiad ounce, when the parties were so 
anxious that there should ' be no mimase that they 
got the four horses, which were to trot in the after- 
noon, out very carly in the morning, before there were 
many poople on tae track, and gave them a couple of 
heats much in the same manner as the race would take 
place, But i Jeadged out what had ocvurred, and the 
managers of the track very properly declared the race 
oft, much to the disgust of those who had taken such 
pains to find out the best horse, and their arguments as 
to the propriety were rather queer specimens of logie. 
if remarkably satisfactory to themselves, As Mr.

THE DEAD QUEEN. 


From an advance copy of the Turf, Field and 
Farm, received in this city yesterday, Tus Tris- 
UNE has extracted the following reminiscences of 


Flora Temple: 

Mr. James D. McMann, who had Flora Temple in his 
possession seven yes, afew days ago gave us some 
facts about the grand old mare. Her height was but 
14.144, still she could pull weight. Mr. Mann al- 
wuys declined to trot her tos o- pound wagon, fear- 
ing that the strain might prove too great for her. 
Hiram Woodruff, however, matehed her in this way. 
She trotted about l races during the time McMann 
had control of ber. In 1nSS she appeared in twenty 
five races, and he drove her in tWenty-one of them. 
In 1859 he drove ber twenty-three races. She was 
10 years old when she came into bis hands. She 
was a rank puller, being of a high-strung, impetuous 
nature. Previousto this time she had been driven by 
Woodruff, Wheelan, Tallman, and others. McMann 
broke ner of pulling by being patient aud kind with 
her. When he went on che track with her ahd found 
that she was nervous and excited, he immediately drove 
to toe road and there jogged her until she became quiet. 
Then he returned to the track and finished working 
her. By pursulog these tactics he gradually swopped 
her from lugging on the bit. She knew the 4 of 
his hand; it seemed to havea soothing effect upon 
her; let a stranger get up behiad her and she wouid 
become restless aud take to pulling. Tallman drove her 
four races lu one year, and in three of these she grabbed 
her fore shoes off. Use of tuese aceidents occurred 
in her race with Princess; she lost two of her shoes be- 
tore reaching the gquarter-poile. The trouble is that 
‘Tallmaa did not have sufficient confidence in her. He 
held her too hard. Flora was one of the first trotters 
ever properly taken care of during the winter. very 
fall she was sent to Charles Lloyd s, at Holmdeil, N. J., 
where her shoes were taken off. Then she was allowed 
to run until spring, baviag the freedom of the lot each 
fair day. When Mr. McMann went down tosee her she 
would recognize him and trot around hinmagfor joy. She 
seldom miss@d a feed, and im tub spring ap- 
peared to be possessed of a he 
She grew better. faster, and stronger every year 
of the seven in which she was owned by Mr. McMann. 
She had not trotted faster than 2:28 when she entered 
bis stühle. Wher she left it she was the acknowledged 
qucen of the trotting turf. Her famous record of 
2:19% was not the tull measure of herspeed. McMann 
says that. had she been driven for all sie was worth oa 
the fast tracks of the present day,she would have mate 
a mark even as low as the 217K of Dexter. She wasa 
mare easily conditioned, and not hard te keep in con- 
dition, She could not trot better than 2:50 as a 5-year- 
old. Her development was gradual andsure. Mr. Mc- 
Mann says that a horse which is well wintered 16 half 
trained. He attribuces much of the improvement of 
Flora to the manner in which he treated her during the 
cold months. He thinks that she deserves a monument. 

TWO NEW CIRCUITS. 

A meeting of turfmen was recently held at Ceaar 
Rapids, the principal associations in Central and 
Eastern lowa being present. and organized a trot- 
ting circuit as follows: Dubuque. Cedar Rapids, 
Davenport, Marshalltown, Eldora, Oskaloosa, 
Creston, Des Moines, An Executive Committee, 
consisting of M. 8. Robinson, of Dubuque, O. 8. 
McNeil, of Davenport, and P. Martel, of Cedar 
Rapids, was appointed. This Committee will have 
charge of the general business of the circuit, such 
as deciding upon the amount to be given in pre- 
miums at each meeting, the Ume for closing en- 
tries, etc. The meetings begin at Dubuque the 
first week in June, Cedar Rapids, Davenport, and 
Marshalltown occupying the other three weeks of 
the month. In regard to the time of the other 
meetings the Kxecutive Committee has not decided, 
as there is adispute between the Oskaloosa and 
Eldora Associations as to which shall have Fourth- 
of-July wees. 

At Akron, O., not long ago, there was a meeting 
at the office of the President of the Akron Driving 
Park for the purpose of organizing a trctting cir- 
cuit for Eastern Ohio. Delegates were present 
from Warren and Massillon, —Meassrs. Isaac Kirk and 
J. J. Camp representing the former, and Mesers. 
K. B. Baylis and R. B. Crawford the latter place. 
The action of the meeting resulted in forming a cir- 
cuit of the three societies, with the prospect and de- 
sire of adding one other, and to be called the East- 
ein Ohio Trotting Circuit. The time of meeting 
was decided as follows: Massilion, June 18, 19, 20; 
Akron, June 25, 26. 27; Warren, July 3, 4, 5;and 
the additional meeting to be held either one week 
prior to Massillon or one week following Warren, 
probably the former. Delegates from Jefferson 
and Canton were expected, pat failed to attend, 
consequently other details could not be deter- 
mined; but the societies represented favored dis- 
tributing about $2, 000 each for the different races, 
which, wita one additional meeting, would make 
the aggrexate about $8,000,—not a bad pile for 
good horses tocompete for. Another meeting will 
be held soon, when the particulars will be decided.

ENGLAND AND THE EASTERN QUESTION. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, Jan, 5.—As a constant reader of 
your journal who has taken more than an ordi- 
nary interest in the progress of the Russlau- 
Turkish campaign, and the events preceding it, 
I have been somewhat surprised at the tone of 
a large portion of the American press in com- 
menting on the attitude assumed by Great 
Britain, and the conclusions so generally arrived 
at—that cowardice alone prevents her from 
openly espousing the cause of the Mosle n. 
When she attempts to interfere she is a buily; 
when she minds her own business she is a 
craven; when she advises she is a busybody; 
when she abstains she is afraid to show her 
hands. For twenty years past her decadence 
has been the favorite topic of the Anglophobist. 
Through the press and on the rostrum we have 
been told time and again that ber power has 
departed; that the days of her greatness have 
gone never to return; that her interests, de- 
sires, and opinions are disregarded in the coun- 
ciis of Europe; and that it only remains for her 
to assume her position as a third-class power, 
dependent even for existence on the magna- 
nimity of her more powerful neighbors. Now, 
to a Briton, proud of the land of his birth, 
proud of her achievements, with a never-dying 
faith in her future greatness and glorious des- 
tiny, it is simply diabolical to have his belief 
thus ruthlessly destroyed, and assured that the 
possession of Constantinople and the occupa- 
pation of British India is as certain as that to- 
morrow’s sun will rise, and that it is possibie 
that Macauley’s New Zealander” may even 
de preparing for his journey to the ruins of 8. 
Paul’s. We have even been assured that should 
Great Britain bave the temerity to dispute the 
march of the Calmuc hordes, she could scarcely 
raise (comparatively speaking) a Corporal’s 
guard. That she might, after herculeaa efforts, 
transport 30,000, 40, or even 50,000 troops to 
Egypt, only, however, to be gobbled up by the 
victorious legions of the Czar. So pronounced 
have been these predictions that it required a 
slight stretch of the imagination to hear the 
bones of the poor, toothless, mangy, cowering 
Kiug of the forest being crunched in the jaws 
of the Russian bear! 

But to be serious: When or where was Tur- 
key assured of Britain’s assistance in the course 
she has seen fit to pursue? Certainly not at 
the, conference mae ps the declaration of 
war. The Marquis of lisbury, her repre- 
sentative, one of the most able, eloquent, and 
conservative of European statesmen, held out 
no such inducement. On the contrary, on every 
befitting occasion he assured the Sultan and his 
advisors that if they persisted in ignoring the 
demands of the contracting Powers, they couid 
neither expect the moral nor material support 
of Great Britain. And when effort after effort 
to bring about a peaceful solution of the con- 
troversy had failed, he was unanimously se- 
lected by the representatives of the Powers to 
present the conference’s wultimatum,—a duty 
which he performed in an impartial and fearless 
manner,—an ultimatum which received the 
unanimous indorsement of the British Cabinet. 
Certainly uo sane man can hold the Ministry 
responsible for the clamors of the press or indi- 
viduals any more than Mr. Lincoln’s Cabinet 
could justly be held responsible for the ranting 
of demagogues that Mason and Slidell should 
never be given up,—mnever, never, never. 

In response to the oit-repeated charge that 
Hobart Pasha, Commander-in-chief of the Turk- 
ish navy, is an Englishman, 1 reply that tne 
commander of the Egyptian army isan Ameri- 
can; but, as both have severed their connection 
with their respective countries, they have as 
much right to serve in the Turkish or Egyptian 
as any tehmad, German, or Italian under 


“similar circumstances has to serve in the Ameri- 


can army or navy. 
Although to one acquainted with the aggres- 
sive tharacter of Russia, and ber ultimate de- 
sign, it is the sheerest bosh to claim that the 
amelioration of the condition of the so-called 
Christian population in the Turkish provinces is 
the genuine or u/timate—though the ostensible— 
object she has in view, the declaration 
of the Czar to Lord Loftus, the 
British Ambassador to St. Petersburg 
that he “piedged. his sacred word of 
honor, that if necessity should compel him to 
occupy a portion of Bulgaria, it would only be 
provisionally, and until the peace and safety of 
the Christian population were secured, was ac- 
cepted by the British people, and has been cited 
by almost every British statesman asa reason 
why the Ministry should observe a strict neu- 
trality. It was accepted, however, with the dis- 
tinct understanding that the hour these stipula- 
tions were disregarded, and British interests 
endangered there 2 the whole power of 
the Empire should be called into requisition to 
defend them. What these interests were 
was not left to conjecture. They were 
distinctly set forth in_a diplomatic note 
to Prince Gortschakoff, and su uently 
ublished in the leading journals of Europe. 
u that note it was distinctly stated that the 
occupation of Constantinople would be r 
as a menace,and would not be permitted. 
From this ayowal neither Lords Beaconsfield nor 
Derby have swerved. There has been no official 
blustering or threatening. On the contrary, a 
firm, calm, dignified position has been assumed, 
and will maintained to the end. In defend- 
ing the gateway to her rn possessions, 
Great Britain is simply doing what every nation 
on the face of the globe similarly situated 
would do; and I know of no Power which would 
more promptly resent such a menace the 
Government of the United States.

INSURANCE. 
INDICTMENT OF TWO STATE EMPLOYES. 

The December Grand Jury finished its labors 
at alate hour yesterday afternoon, and made 
its final return, consisting of twelve indictments 
and eighty no bills. Among the indictments 
was one against L. P. Hilliard for perjury, and 
another against Maj. A. W. Edwards for the 
same e, the offense being committed by 
both of as Officers of the late Protection 


Life-Insurance Company, in swearing from time 
to time to false statements of the condition of 
tbe concern—its assets, loans, mortgages, cash on 
hand, etc., the Notaries before whom the above 
false oaths were taken being Arnold Tripp and 
W. J. Turpiney. The indictments charge, 
among other things, that they swore that the 
assets at one time were $413,558.74, and the 
mortgages or deeds of trust on real estate, 
$122,500; the losses unpaid, $10,000; and the 
amount received for interest for the year, 
88. 449. 18, all of which was known to be false 
and fraudulent in every particular. 
THE PREVIOUS GRAND JURY 
brought in a blanket indictment against Ed- 
wards, Hilliara, Ryan, and John Reid, for per- 
jury. It was noticed at the time that, while 
the indicted ones were capiased, no addi- 
tional bail was required of them. The 
explanation of this is that the State’s- 
Attorney found that the indictment was 
worthiess. It appears that they were indicted 
for perjury on one singie point,—that they had 
sworn that the Company’s paid-up capital stock 
was $200,000, whereas, in reality, capital stock 
had been paid up to the amount of $500 only. 
On this the perjury indictment was based. Al- 
most imm tely alter it was returned, how- 
ever, it was discovered that the law does not 
require officers of life-insurance companies to 
swear to their capital stock. It is required of 
officers of fire-insurance companies, but not of 
the others. This difference in the a Sap pass- 
ed unnoticed, but when it was discovered it was 
seen that the indictment was vitiated. Hence 
no bail was required. The present one, how- 
ever, will — 9 — stick. 
A joint indictment was also returned against 
Edwards, Reid, Hilliard, and Ryan, and 
J. H. KELLOGG, ACTUARY, AND R. M. WOODS, 
State Insurance Examiner, for conspiracy to ob- 
tain money under faise pretenses by represent- 
ing that the Company was solvent. and thereby 
drawing’the public into taking policies, when 
they well knew that it was not. The indictment 
contains five distinct counts, but the substance 
of them is embraced in the above statements. 
During the month of May, Maj. Woods, in 
conjunction with Actuary Kellogg, was engaged 
in an examination of the condition of the affairs 
of the Protection Life-Insurance Company. 
June 2, Mr. Woods made his report to the Au- 
ditor. The examination, he says, occupied 
thirty-two days’ actual work,and has been thor- 
ough akd exhaustive. The following is a 
schedule of all the assets and liabilities 
of the Company, as shown by the books 
of the Company, and as allowed by the Exam- 
iner.“ Thenthe Examiner went on and al- 
lowed assets to the amount of $372,736, and lia- 
bilities to the amount of $257,266, showing a 
net surplus of $115,470. Maj. Woods concluded: 
* { have to say that the books and accounts of 
the Company are properly kept, and exhibit 
definitely and plainly ali the different accounts.“ 
The report then made to the Auditor in- 
cluded certain statements regarding the illegal 
trust associations which were connected with 
the Protection Life.

which constitutes one of the strong points 
against the Examiners of the Insurahce Depart- 
ment.

As to Mr. Grover’s play, we cannot 
bat regard it as a clever illusion,—a screaming 
farce in the guise of acomedy. The chief merit 
of the piece is one, that will be more readily ap- 
by the actor than by the spectator. It 

is full ot business, using the word in its 
technical sense, the parts being so ipgeniously 
distributed as to afford almost every member of 
the cast an opportunity to exhibit some pecul- 
larity. In no case, however, does it rise to the 
of character painting. levator and Gil- 

od are not even caricatures; they are merely

died by their extravagant antics is of the kind 
defined by King Solomon as “ the crackling of

THE BANKIN-MEREDITH ROW. 


A correspondent of the New York Times gives. 


the following inside history of the Rankin- 
Meredith quarrel :

An Attempted Vindication of Prince

SAL VINI. 
Paris Letter from Lucy Hooper te Philadelphia Tele- 


I had the pleasure of meeting M. Salvini at 
dinner the other day, and was much charmed 
with the refinement and unaffected grace of 
his manners. Unlike his great compatriot 
Rossi, who is as naively vain as a petted child, 
he is not in tne least conceited, and is a brill - 
lant and animated conversationalist. But he 
struck me as being a less intellectual man than 
his great rival. Rossi is a profound and loving 
student of Shakspeare, and on the one occasion 
that I had an opportunity ot conversing with him 


| on that subject hisremarks were at once forcible 


and thoroughly original, besides betraying 
full knowledge not only of Shakspeare and 

hakspearean literature, but of the drama of 

rance and Germany as well. Salvini, on the 
contrary, told me that he never knew how many 
and important were the scenes omitted from his 
version of “‘tamilet” till he saw the play per- 
formed at Booth’s Theatre. He then had his 
own acting version changed to conform to that 
of the English stage. Uf the comedies he 
seemed to know nothing, a reference to Benedick 
being left unanswered. He gave a very odd 
reason for never having played King Lear, 
which he said that he had studied, his reason 
being that no Italian actresses liked to play 
the roles of Hegan and Goneril. In reply 
to some remark he made about the terror 
which his Othello is calculated to inspire, he said, 
laughingly, that it was a very common occur- 
rencé for him to have the Desdemona of the 
evening pathetically impiore him before going 
on the stage, Please not to hurt her.” ‘But 
I never do,” he continued. the only person 
that I have ever hurt upon the stage is myself. 
Twice in playing Orosmane, in V oitaire’s 22 * 
I have stab myself in good earnest, aud on 
one occasion the dagger penetrated to within 
half an inch of the heart. In neither instance 
did I know what I had done until the perform- 
ance was over, but finished the scene with my 
stage robes dripping with blood. I bear the 
scars upon me to this very day.”’ 

Some one at the table then began to talk of 
those contretemps that occasionally occur upon 
the stage in the midst of the most tragic scenes, 
causing dire distress to the performers, and 
much merriment to the audiences. 4n instance 
was cited of a scene which once took place dur- 
ing the performance of Lucretia Borgia by Lu- 
cle Western. lu that scene, in the last act, 
wherein the wounded and dying mother drags 
herself towards the dead Gennaro with the re- 
jected antidote, the waistband of the actress’s 
black velvet skirt came open, and as she crawl- 
ed across the stage she crawled slowly out of ft. 
The audience burst into a shout, which she, 
taking for applause, left unnoticed, nor did she 
perceive the accident that had occurred till she 
had crept nearly out of her skirt like a grub 
out of its chrysalis. Uttering the pro- 
fane, but, under the circumstances, 
highiy natural, exclamation of Good 
Lord!” with one wild bound she stood 
erect before the audience, clad. beside her black 
velvet corsage, in a very short white petticoat, 
and a pair of scarlet morocco boots! 

„A similar experience.“ sald Salvini, at the 
conclusion of this anecdote, ‘*‘ only even more 
disast vous, occurred to me one night when I 
was playing Orosmane, who is, as you know, a 
Turkish Sultan. My costume was very superb, 
the wide, flowing trousers in particuiar being 
covered with rich gold embroidery, and being tu 
vonsequence extremely heavy. They were 
drawn in full folds around the waist and confined 
withacord. Inoneof the important scenes in the 
fourth act, while making a wild gesture of jeal- 

ousy and despair, heard, to my horror, the 
cord give way. Immediately the trousers, pulled 
down by their own weight, began slowly to de- 
scend. I made a hurried effort to stop them, 
but in vain. Down they would go, and down 
they went, and there was every prospect of my 
finishing the scene in the silk tights that I al- 
ways wore in that character in place of chau- 
settes. A ripple of merriment ran through the 
audience, and that must be stopped at all haz- 
ards. Folding my robe around me, I fixed 
upon them a flerce and tragic gaze,’’—and here 
Salvini assumed a scow! that might have scared 
any amount of laugbers into silence,—“ and 
little by little, little by little, I worked my way 
to the divan in the centre of the stage and threw 
myself upon it. A tiger-skin rug iay upon the 
floor; this I picked up and drew over me, and 
thus seated I concluded the act. And no one 
laughed,’’ he ended, flashing upon us the blue 
lightning of one of his swift tragic glances. For 
Salvini, unlike the idea usually formed of him, 
and like Rossi, is fair-haired and blue-eyed, the 
very type of a Northern Italian. 

He then went on to tell us how, during the 
Austrian occupation of Italv, he was often 
called upon to plav with Austrian “supes”’ who 
did not understand one word of Italian. This 
fact sometimes gave rise to very comical com- 

lications. Thus, one evening he was perform- 
ing the part of a hero who, at a given moment, 
is to rush upon his adversary, but is held back 
by the attendants, and who, freeing himself with 
one vigorous effort, hurries forward to accom- 
plish his purpose. But the stolid Germans, in- 
stead of letting him go atthe given moment, 
clutched him tight and would not release him. 
In vain did Salvini command and swear in 
choicest Italian. Never a word did they under- 
stand, and they hung on more pertinaciously 
than ever. Putting forth the whole power 
of his splendi herculean physique, 
Salvini broke loose trom the two 
unlacky su and in so doing pitched 
them deur over the footlights into the orches- 
tra,—a feat which was hailed with immense ap- 
plause by the audience, who looked upon it as a 
new and original effect intentionally introduced 
into the play. 

On another occasion he was playing the part 
of a jealous husband who discovers that his wife 
has sold all her jewels, in reality to bestow the 
proceeds on charity, while he suspects that she 
has given them to a lover. In the chief scene 
of the play the husband wrests from his wife 
the key of her wardrobe, goes to it, opens it, 
and discovers that the jewels are gone. But 
when Salvini attempted to open the wardrobe 
door the key would not fit the lock, nor could 
he get the door open at all. But his presence 
of mind did not desert him. Flinging down 
the useless key, he cried furiously, ‘* Wretched 
woman! you have parted with your jewels ud 
have tampered with the lock of this door to 
conceal from me the fact of their disappear- 
ance!”’ 

In answer to u question put to him by one of 
the guests, Salvini said that his first 2 
ou any stage was made at the age of 14, in the 
eharacter of in a translation of 
Scribe’s Verre d' Eau,“ a part which, requir- 
ing neither force nor finish of acting, could 
readily be filled by a handsome, precocious 


boy. 

ot his sojourn in the United States, Salvini 
spoke in rapturous terms, dwelling with special 
enthusiasm on a visit he had made to Lonefel- 
low, whose noble and venerable aspect, genial 
kindliness, and perfect command of the purest 
Tuscan speech, had evidentiy made a deep im- 
pression upon him. He hopes to return to 
America some day with a full Shakspearean 
repertoire, being particularly anxious to appear 
there as Timon of Athens,—a character which is 
evidently a great favorite with him. 

One very odd peculiarity about Salvini is that 
off the stage he never can remember a single 
passage from any one of his many characters. 
Once before the footlights be is no louger Sal- 
vini; he isthe personage that be represents, 
aud he remembers not only his own part but 
@hat of every other character in the piece. To 
prove his ease he began repeating “To be or 
not to be, but came to an iguominious stand-

must have been considerabic, for he was Col- 
onel-in-Chief of the Rifle Brigade, Coloneé of 
the Grenadier Guards, Ranger of Windsor Park, 
Lord Warden of the Stanneries, and Governor 
and Constable of Windsor Castle. It was very 
possible for him, being notoriously a mag who 
looked after the pence and could let the pounds 
look after themselves, to have laid by 0⁰⁰ 
in his twenty-two years of 12 and it is 
very probable that he did. It will be difficult, if 
not impossibie, for the British people to accept 
Queen Victoria’s statement to the contrary.

STUDENT-LIFE AT PARIS. 
Correspondence London News. 

French student-life differs from that of En- 
glish universities in everything. The students 
are not such rag-and-bone fellows as Henry 
Murger painted in his Vie de Boheme,” but it 
would surprise an Oxonian or Cantab to see on 
how littie they live, and how merrily they get 
on with little. Notwithstanding that the im- 
provements of the second empire swept away 
most of the Latin quarter, substituting board 
boulevards and blocks of tall white houses for 
crooked streets and gabied habitations many 
centuries old, there are still plenty of furnished 
hotels which lodge only students. The richer 
ones occupy the first floors, the poorer ones 
roost skyward; other students for greater 
cheapness sake rent a room unfurnished, and 
buy a small stock of second-hand furniture, 
which is passed on from tenant to 
tenant at a yaluation so long as it 
will last. The cost of students’ lodging is 
generally about £15 a year furnished and £6 un- 
furnished. The student whose relatives allow 
him £120 a year is thought a Cresus. The ma-

LEGAL LIABILITIES. 

The question as to what can or will be done 
in failures like these of Netter and Bonner is 
one of much discussion and interest.

Of course to re- 
cover where there are no assets fs about as un- 
satisfactory as it is impossible. There is a 
counter assertion that the double use of securt- 
ties toobtain money for speculation can be 
made out as a fraud and punished as 
such, but the exact grounds for the as- 
sertion are not made clear. It is said 
that an attempt will be made to get 
at Bonner & Co. through their connection with 
the Bankers’ & Brokers’ Association. Mr. 
Sewall, Mr. Bonner’s partner and brother-in- 
law, is son-in-law to Lester Walleck. He dis- 
claims any knowledge of the later transactions 
of his firm, and has nothing to say one way or 


another, except that the Canada member of the 


firm, as Mr. Bonner is now considered, must be 
heid solely responsible. This is a view with 
which those who seem destined to lose by the 
total cleaning out of the assets of the Bankers’ 
& Brokers’ fail to coincide, and the result re- 
mains to be seen. 

Another curious commentary on our laws is 
the apparent poy to do anything with Mur- 
phy.

A SUNKEN PRIVATEER. 
For The Tribune. 

The citizens of the City of Fredericton, the 
Capital of the British Province of New Bruns- 
wick, situated on the River St. John, about 
sixty miles inland from the City of St. John, 
which was lately laid waste by a conflagration, — 
have been greatly exercised, during the past 
few weeks, by the discovery of a sunken vessel 
in the river opposite that city. In the early pe- 
riod of this Province it was owned by the 
French, but was afterwards captured by the 
British, and since heid by them. 

The River St. John is navigable for large ves- 
sels for about 100 miles from its mouth, and in 
many places is quite deep, so that vessels of 
more than ordinary draught, during the then 
prevailing wars, navigated its waters and took 
refuge from their foes. 

Tradition hath it that the vessels of Capt. 
Kidd and other pirates made it their rendez- 
vous, and their treasures have been sought for 
periodically until within the past few years; 
and the discovery (through the unusual lowness 
of the water the present season) of one of those 
vessels has tended to revive the golden stories 
of former days, and the oldest inhabitant is 
eagerly songht for to detail once again the tales 
of his grandtfather's days to their descend- 


ants of the present. 
A few historical facts may not be amiss just 


now. On the 12th of October, 1676, a Seignory ' 


called Nachovac (Nashwack). to here- 
after called Soulanges, fifteen leagues from 
Jemseg, two leagues front on cast side of the 
St. John River, and two | es inland, was 
granted to Sieur Pierre de Joibert, Sieur de 
Soulanges et de Marson. 

In 1864 the land on each side of the river, be- 
tween Jemseg and the Nashwack, was granted 
to Matthieu d' Amous, of whom, and his brother 
Villedonne, the commandant of Nashwack 
writes: They are given up to licentiousness 
and independence for the ten or twelve years 
thev have been here. They are disobedient and 
seditious, and require to be watched.“ 

On the 17th of October, 1606, tne English 
Commander Hathorne, witn a squadron of four 
vessels and a force of at least 600 men, laid 
siege to Fort Nashwack. The garrison numbered 
136 men, including the Indians, but was rein- 
forced, before the arrival of the English, by 
Sieurs de Glernancourt and tiste and ten

After this, the defenses of Nashwack were 
greatly strengthened; but in 1700, on the recom- 
mendation of M. de Fontenu, it was abandoned, 
and the garrison taken to Port Royal, now 
cailed Annapolis, Nova Scotia. 

Among tbe vessels which attacked the fort on 
that day was the corvette La Bonne, which 
during the engagement, became disabled, and, 
running upthe river a short distance, sunk 
shortly afterwards. The La Bonne was a priva- 
teer commanded by Baptiste, and is no doubt 
the vessel which has been discovered during the 
past week. She lies imbedded in the sand, 
keel upwards, directiy opposite the centre of the 
city. A portion of the keel, which is of black 
oak, has been removed, and has been divided 
among those who secured it. 

Speculation is rife, of course, as to the proba- 
bilitv of their being yr vn board, though 
there must be guns and other armament of 
those ancient days: and the authorities should 
take means for raising a relic which possesses 
—_ considerable historic interest to the Prov- 

nce. 

It is now about 200 years since her keel was 
laid in France, when Louis XIV. was King. In 
England Charles II. was King, and the Mother 
Country was just becomin uiet, after the 
struggles which culminated in the beheading of 
Charies I. | 

New Brunswick possesses no object of such 
interest in her early history as the valuable one 
now within easy reach; and, with but little ex- 
pense, this vessel could be housed, and 
made a great centre of attraction to her rising 
generations, and the thousands of visitors who 
yearly resort there for pleasure and business. 

Dame Rumor hath often related of other 
vessels being sunk and abandoned along the 
mouths of the tributaries of the St. John, such 
as the Nashwaak and Nashwaaksis; and no 
doubt the discovery of the La Bopne will renew 
the searches for the hidden treasures of these 
pirates and privateers of nearly two centuries 


ago. 


MAYOR OF LONDON, 
[Translated from a French Journal of Dec. 15, for The 
Chicago Tribune, by Emma Stantiey. | 

The fact that the people of the North, and 
particularly the Anglo-Saxon race, venerate old 
traditions of their municipal franchise far more 
than the French, was forcibly impressed upon 
me during a recent visit to England, while wit- 
nessing the procession of the Lord Mayor of 
London. The rumored splendor of this occasion 
fails far short of the reality. As it unrolled be- 
fore the sight in its ancient grandeur, and in all 
the pomp which surrounded it in the time of the 
Tudors, it far exceeded that of last year. 

All the ‘streets through which the cortege 
passed were magnificently ornamented with 
banners and trophies; with crimson draperies 
hanging from balconies and windows, and, 
above all, heraldic designs and wreaths of flow- 
ers. At noon, while the bells of St. Lawrence 
were ringing, the procession quitted the court 
of Guildhall, which had been draped in red, 
anil where the Metropolitan militia and the 
standard bearers formed the line. All the 
sidewalks along King street, Cheapside, 
Fore street, and Parliament street, as far as 
Westminster, were crowded; while platforms 
were erected in every available place, particu- 
larly around the monument of Nelson, in Traf- 
algar square. 

The musie of the Grenadiers, that of the Rifle- 
Brigades of London, the standard-bearers of 
various companies of tradesmen and ship-car- 
penters, opened the march, and were followed 
by the standard-bearers of the ex-Sheriffs, ana by 
boatmen bearing the Royal standard, the ban- 
ner of the City of London, the Union-Jack, and 
the banners of St. George and England. Then 
followed corporations of manufacturers, the 
music of the London militia, boatmen carrying 
the banners of preceding Lord-Mayors, corpora- 
tions of bardware-merchants, tinners, leather- 
dealers, inn-keepers, etc. Negroes leading 
dromedaries, which were mounted by Egyptians, 
nett appeared; and then an allegorical car, 
drawn by six horses, and supporting a model of 
Cleopatra’s Needle placed on a Sphinx, sur- 
‘rounded at its base by a group of Egyptians; 
two elephants gaily caparisoned; a second alle- 
gorical car, drawn by ten horses, and occupied 
by young girls representing Peace, Plenty, the 
Thames, Commerce, Agriculture, the Colonies, 
and the Muses. 

The rest of the cortege proceeded in the fol- 
lowing order: Chevaliers in coats of mail 
holding the lance and the pennon, and mounted 
on fiery coursers; Verderers bearing the stand- 
ard of the Forest of Epping; trumpeters; 
Aldermen and Sheriffs, with their Chaplains, in 
gala carriages, drawn by four horses; the Re- 
corder; the te ay Lord-Mayor Sir Thomas 
White; the Marshal of the city, on horseback; 
and at length the new Lord-Mayor, Ald. 
Owen, in his gala chariot drawn by six horses, 
followed by his Chaplain, sword-bearer, and the 
crier of the town. A detachment of the Eighth 
Hussars closed the march. 

At 8o’clock the new Lord-Mayor made bis 
entree at Westminster, where he took the oath 
before the Judges of her Majesty, previous to 
te ceremony of investiture. 

On returning, the procession was followed by 
the Ambassadors, the Ministers of t.. meen, 
the nobility, the Judges, and a great nun. ber of 
guests invited to the banquet, which ended this 
traditional fete of the Lord-Mayor of London.
